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now more: ſad then Yatentis,or who more grieyed then the 
Lady «Margaret? the Iuſt thus ended, the French Qarene 
came with a troupe of attending Ladyes, cary ing before her 
the Crowne of Artifichll Lilli es, richly ſtoned, and ſetting 
it on Viemes head, ſhee Crowned her for ſole, and Sove- 
raigne Queene, of abſolute, and matchleſſe beauty. . 
Then came the King, and rooke Sir Part by the hand, 
and lead him (all the other Knights and Barrons follow. 
ing them) with tryumphing honour , and ſound of I 
pets, to the three Mounts, where with his owne hand hes 
gave him the three Banners, with the three prizes on them, 
which Sir Pers reverently taking, re- delivered over to his 
friend Ln, ſecretly to convay them away, while hee 
ſtayed the ending ot all other the ceremonies. All which 
being accompliſhed : The King, the Davighwmyand Views 
(rendring Sir Paris thankes for his worthy'andaffe ctionate 
' endeavours, and moſt renowned and fortunate atchieye- 
ments) requeſted him, in the name of Vienna, to diſcover 
himſelte, and tell unto whom they were all ſo much boun- 
den. But Sir Paris humbling himſelete in all duty, madete- 
verent ſhew of his unwillingneſſe therein; which the King 
noting, would not further importune him, nor could the 
Dauphin in any wiſe ovor-treat him, nor durſt Vienna over - 
much preſſe him: So that be kifling het hand, held it long 
and after drawing his ſword, layd-it at her feete, aud taking 
it vp againe kiſt it likewiſe; and then holding it up, ſocihed 
to threaten the world in her behaltc ,. which added this 
Article to Vienna belcife » that he undoubtedly was her 
lite knight, and the fame, and nog bat the ſame , that 
* -hritfo melodiouſly.fang under het Chayiber window] ad 
theeefore her deſires having now no end, ſhee ever after 
though each houre an age: till ſha kyew him, But Sir '{«- 
ri withdrawing himſeite to the reſt of the Knights, teti- 
red with them, till giv ing backe, ti lihe was the laſt of the 
troupe, and then raking a croſſe- Way, ſeparatad and co. 
vayed himſelfe from them, and ſuddenly difarming him- 
ſelfe, hee ſpcedied to finde out t he Biſhop of St, —— 
4 | wit 
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with whom (of purpoſe to prevent all ſurmiſes) hee had a 
lictle before familiarizeg bimlelle, and no ſooner had hee 
eſpyed him, but that he to grecte him, and ſtill kept 
in his company, as if St. Morke had robb'd god Mars of a 
Martialiſt. Such was his holy ſhew of devour Religion, as 
that he made all men adinire him, and his father to be in- 
wardly grieycd at him. 

But Vienna, who now had greater cauſe to love him, then 
canes to know him, wondring at hi to be ya- 

z and valuing his vertues, by clowding the glory 

value of his prowis, held now his love an honourto her af- 
fection, and vowed her aſfection a guerdon for his love. But 
when ſhe heard of his ſecret departure, and that ao one 
knew what he was, from whence he came; nor to what 


he had retired himſelfe ; Then impatient deſire made 
he child of paſſign,& feare to looſẽ that ſhe never had, 
feele what betore,ſhe neither knew, nor feared. 
And ſo much the more ſhe held her ſelfe miſerable, in that 
knew not for whom ſhe was ſo miſerable, nor how to 
ſeeke an end, to end her miſery. 

As UViemnas, ſad conceite, thus overſhaded the glory of 
her beautifull Co ſo was Sir Jaques flattering hope 
made blacke with foule diſpaire; For miſſing his ſonne Sir 
Paris out of two ſo Royall & honorable Aſſemblies, where 
renowne eternized each deſerving Knight, with never dy- 
ing fame; and ſeeing him ſtill aſſociating the Biſhop; hee 
feared leaſt his buſineſſe of over ſuperttitious Zcale had 
abandoned all deſire and regard of Knightly Chivalry. And 
therefore hot in his repining conceit, — haftened to find 
L, unto whom in griete , he manifeſted the cauſe of 
his griefe ; Requeſting and conjuring him by the ſacred 
lawes, and name of friendſhip, and by the honour he owed 
to Armes, to perſwade his ſonne to a more befitting reſpect 
of his u honour. Le.nevs hearing Sir faques wor- 


thy complaint, and ſeeing his froſted beard all-bedew 
not the y of the truth; but commending his 
E honourable 


honourable care, hee comforted him with promiſe ot aſſu- 
red and preſent remedy , and fo left him better ſatisfied, 
then truely certified. And no ſooner were they parted, bat 
Le-nove departed, to impart to Sir Paris, what his noble 
Father had ſo ſorrow ſully ſaid to him: which ſo mooved 
his fecling conſideration in a Sonnes regard, that partly to 
ſatisſie his Father from living ſo ſuppoſedlj idle, and partly 
to forget (it ſo he could forget) the tormenting thoughts, 
that ſtill troubled his enthralled minde.

And craving, he obtained, willing leave of his 
glad Father; but before his departui e, he called his Mother 
aſide, and delivering her the key of his Chamber, and Ori- 
tory, wherein were placed all his purchaſt Prizes, weil co- 
vered over with Hangings of sley- colour ed ſilke, embroy- 
dered with ſtarres of gold, and ſhaded all over witnblacke 
Cipris, that the dimmeſt eye might perceive the glory of 
the heavens, through the blackneſſe of tlie cloud.

Hermit, clad all in gray, leaning ona ſtaffe of Ebony, ſtayed 
him with his other hand, and required, that hee might 
'fpeake with Sehnen the Emperour; who being brought 
before him, bowed himſelfe thrice before him, and thea 
| prayed in zeale of juſtice, and for the honour of the Turkiſh 
Empire, he might haue Horſe, and Armour, to tame that 
vnciuill and vntutored Tartar, whoſe pride, hee (aid, was 
not ſo high, but that Vengeance did ſit aboue it. 

/ The Salas glad that any one durſt, and would in his ho- 
nour vadertake, ſo great and fearefull a hazard; comman- 
| ded that preſently he ſhould be withdrawne, and brought 
to his Armoury , and there at his choy ſe be Arm'd, & moun- 
ted as his proper Champion; which was no ſooner ſaid, 
but that the Hermit being attended on thither, tooke ( vp- 
on the view of all) one of the largeſt, and one that fitted his 
owe conceit beſt : wherewirh being Armed, and moun-

On his Shield hee had a Ship, ſtayed (in 
the midſt of a Sea) by a little Fiſh, called Remors ; aud his 
impreſſe was, Vertue, not force. As thus hee ſtood looking 
for entrance, The W Officers, demaunded what he 
was, and wherefore hce came, who anſwered, that he was 

' a Man' of peace, a devout Hermite, and one of the leaſt of 
the molt * Servants of Great Soliman. ; Who for 
the love of Honour , and to honour tus Lord, came to ap- 
roove that the Sultan of Tarkie, was a greater and a more 
mperiall, anda more magnificent Monarch, then the Tar- 
t4rian Emperour, and much more renownedin his perſon ; 
And that Twrbulents (har „ and criminall offence, was 
puniſhable (by all Nationall lawes) where the fault was 
committed; and this he would make good on his body, and 
deſired to enter the Lyſts. Vpon this, all the Turkes gave a. 
great ſhowt,and cryed God, and £Habomer for the Hermit:

And long it was not, but that eachone was in full readi- 
neſſe, andbeing horſed, rid-to the Forreſt, where ſepara- 
ting themſelves, they tooke divers wayes , the ſooner to 
finde theyr game, but ſtill Sir attended the Sultan, whoſe

As tor the vulgar ſort they flock'd about to fee him , with 
ſuch applauding ſhowtes, as though ars had left his hea.

Theſe Heroicall deedesof famous Chivalry, begot admi- 
ration in all, but brought forth ſuch unreſiſtable affection in 
the full Su/tanefſe » that what before ſhee held deadly, 
now ſhe deemed it not to be veniall : Laſcivious love diſſol- 
ved the bonds of all reſpects, and her minde being ſet on 

\defire nothing could limit her aduentures. For though luſt

And it they would ſtand as taithfull Sentinels in ſuch a place 


as ſhe would covertly appoynt them to, and carefully make 
their prying eyes full witneſſes of her ſporttull abuſes, that 
then ſhe would guild their labours over with Gold, en- 
rich their eſtates, aud make them more pleaſing in the Sal- 


tan ey es, for that regardtuil ſervice, The Eunuches, whoſe 


offices ſtood upon ſuch employments, embraced the offer, 
and promiſed theyr beſt endeavours. 

The Swltaneſſe proudly glad, that ſhe ſhould by this de- 
ceitfull meanes, be freed from theſe preventing and inter- 
rupting Spirits, made now no queſtion of opportunity, and

crave his anlwere. Glad was Mentiga of this imployment, 
it fitted her nature well, and hope of reward gave ſpeed

But leaving him to his more deſerv ours; Letus re- 
turne to the great Satan of Tarke, who hearing of the 
Dau bins apprehenſion,and that he was a priſoner in Ba 
len; wrote inſtantly to the Selden,that in no wile hee ſhould 
releaſe him: In the interim, he ioy ing wondred, and won» 
dring enioyned, that Boonfires, Feaſts, and Tiyutmphes, 
ſhould bee made throughout the Citie. In ſuch high ac- 
count, and fearefull regard, did they hold him for his judi- 
cious diſcipline, practive pollicies, turbulent ſpirit, Martiall 
provocation, approoved directions, and rare ſtratagems, 
that now taken, they held (in this prelage) the Conqueſt 
certaine. But Sirep underſtanding the cauſe of theſe rejoy- 
cings, was aſtoniſhed at the newes. Report could not make 
him beleeve, what reaſon ſhewed was falſe. His greatneſſe 
he thought denied all private exploytes, and hisyeares gain- 
ſaid ſuch tedious travaile. The places were too farre re- 
mote; and there was no combination of Chriſtian Princes, 
to undertake a generall wu Traſfique ſtoode not 9 
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— dignity, and pleaſure eould not draw his age to perill. His 
command at home, would not ſuffer him to goe from home: 
Nor durſt hee truit the faith of a Subject, nor the ſtrength of 
his foes : He had no ſonne, and therefore mot e ſubiect to 
his neighbour invalions. He was wiſe, and more feared then 
beloved; And therefore he had cauſe to feare many, whom 
[many did feare. Theſe, and other realons perſwaded him to 
the talſity thereof. 

Bat the Suit a diſcourſing of the truth, and the manner 


thereof, wounded him with wonder, and made belicte ſub- 
ſcribe to his relation. Now grigte arreſted bis_loyall heart 


and made h's durtifull regard, a priſo 1s penſive 
thou is fo: faken Country, was now forfaken, "and 


made a prey for the avaritious torraigner. His diltrefſed 
Lady deſtitute of his helpe, when ſhe had molt neede ot his 
ayde. This was his greateſt gricte, and this commanded 
his returne : But iudgement tolde him, that her right fai- 
led, while the Daulphinlived , that the Nature of Iultice 
was to render to every one his owne,and that he was bound 
for Nienna ſake, and as a ſubiect, to — — for 
his delivery: And though his exile awaked Revenge, yet 
Charity, he knew, required forgetfulneſſe of evill deedey. 
His Countries hazard, he deemed leſſe then his Lords loſſe. 
The miſcarying of the one, might be holpen by the recove- 
rie ot the other: but the deſtruction of the Prince would 
beget both forraigne and inteſtixe broyles. In this perſwa- 
ſion hee ſecretly vowed his endeavours for his infran- 
chiſement ; and ſecretly ſmothered his ſorroẽw, never ta- 
king notice of the accident , nor making enquiry after fur- 
ther occurrants. In the expiration of tewe dayes, being in 
the Court he found the Satan alone, in the mildneſſę ot his

ties of famous name, to ſee Babylon, both for the antiquity 
and worthinefle of the fame : And that he would be pleaſed 
to graunt him his Imperiall warrant under his Silver Seale, 
for his better ſecurity in ttavaile; and further grace him, 
with his commendatory Letter to the de] that he mighr 
finde fayour in his fight, and reſpect with his Highneſle. 
The Sultan un willing to icave hun zain that he both loved 
him affectionately, and intended to małe a profitable uſe of 
his gicat, and unc qualled valour, perſwaded him to ſtay ſtill 
with him, and he ſhould command in Tarte, dwell in his 
grace, aud live in height ot honour. But Strap pleading ne- 


ceility to goe, promiſed ſpeedy returne; and that in lieu of 


his favours, he would beſtow all his remayning dayes in his 
ſervice» This pleaſed the Turke ſo well, that he yeelded to 
his requeſt, and to his encouragement for his backe repaire ; 
He gave hun Princely Robes (as ornaments of honour) to 
countenance him; rich lewels to ſhew his dignity; and 
great treaſure to defray his anſwerable diſpence. Hee fur- 
niſhed him with Attendants, eſpecially with one of know - 
ledge in the Chalatan tongue, to bee his Interpreter. Hee 
alſo writ vato the Soldan, toreceive him, as one moſt com- 
plete in all worth, worthy all honour, honoured by Solimon 
the great, his eſpeciall favourite, and the God of Warres 
Chieteſt Champion ; and therefore hee entreated him to re- 
ccive him with all Roy all regard, and to give him what con- 
tentment he might; and the rather, in that hee purpolely 
came to ſee his magnificency , and the ſtate both of his 
Court, and Citie. This no little availed 8 a, in his intend» 
ments, and theſe Princely tavours, and furthering meanes, 
made him no leſſe ioyfull tor his proud hopes; then moſt 
humbly thankfull for the dat as ſo gracious a reſpect. And 
ſo raking a ſubmiſſive leave for that time; He would needs 
for his pleaſure goe to v, Cirie diſtant but a mile from 
{onſtantinople : And as he croſſed Threcins R ſphor u, (a wa- 
ter that only devideth the two Cities: ) he fortunately eſpied 


amongſt the Gally-ſlaves that rowed him_a French man,no 
otherwiſe kuow ue to him, then the. cloath to _the Lyle; 
— or 
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For though ſeven yeares {laviſh Captivity had made him a 
—— his tongue ; and dyed his ſunne-burnt sk inne 
more þlacker, then his Native hue; yet did his mak ing, and 
manner of his ſpeech , proclaime him a French man. Of 
him in Greeke be demanded, whar was his n and Na. 
tion : who anſwered : Nc is my Country ; Boufoy my 
name, hic well. Then (without diſceverin 
himſelfe, or taking further knowledge of him) hee ute, 
Whether hee would for his liberty, trucly, and faithful 
ſerve, and follow him, and his fortunes: and hee would 

ter ſome time, ſend him into his one Country, whereſo. 
ever it was. 8onfoy to gaine that happy freedome, and to be 
freed from that miſerable and baſe ſlavery ; ſwore by the

command. W hcreupon Sirp begg d him on the Captaine, 
that duiſt not deny him any thing, and ever after moſt 
kindly vied him, — ſe hee would be, not 
onely ſerved, but beloved of him: That foorth of that 
love, he might the better truſt him, and be the better inte.

chen impatient ia her diſcontented feares; and beyond all 
conſideration of her ſtate , deplored the hardneſſe of her 
hap. Her luſtfull hopes were now wounded in the expecta- 
tion of herlaſciviousdeſires , and unbounded love ſo 
preſt her unchaſte thoughts, that finding ber infected 4 
(Rioafrultrated of conceived ioyer, ſhe fainted under the 
burthen of her unexpected woes. In this fad alteration ſhe 
threw her ſelſe on the humble floare, where her dumbe 
ſorrowes vttered — — bemoaning teares, and com- 
play ning ſighes. W hich Neige y bebolding, and 
well wayiag thar this unwelcome event would deprive an 
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ofenriching favours , and of promiſed preferments, ſhec 


ſummoned her wits together, and ſet them all on theracke 
of Invention, to finde out meanes of ſome redreſſe . At laſt, 
after a ſad and ſerious pauſe, ſhee ſayd; Take comfort moſt 
mighty Empreſſe,1nd my moſt gracious Soveraigne, let this 
ſodaine lightning dye in his abortive birth, and liſten to 
your moſt ſubmiſſive Handmayd , ho deſires no longer 
lite, then ſhee may doe your Highneſſe acceptable ſervice. 
Your Knight is no doubt, enforc'd (by the Sultans employ- 
ment) to this unliked journey, and your remembrance will 
not onely be a plea for his diſpatch ; but his controling affe- 
ction will allo give ſpeed to his returne, In the meane 
time, I will undertake to bring him this night to your bed,

She, ſayd Pol:rov, mult ſtay behind in Prifon, to take away | 
the knowledge of our flight ; For after our departure, ſhe 
muſt locke the doorc againe, keepe your Bed with the 
Curtaines drawne , and lay your Cloathes by, moſt in 
ſight; and when any comes into hcr,ſhe mult carefully ſay, 
that you are not well, and that you arc layde downe to 
ſlcepe : So ſhall wee gaine time to prevent our haſty pur- 
ſuites,and ſhe may after, at her will, repaire to ſome private 
Friend, in ſuch diſguiſe as I will provide for her.

ren coloured Apron before him, a Hammer under his Gir- 
dle, and a Brazcn Ladle in one ot his hands; And thus with 
his Face beſmeared, would he goe a pretty way before 
them, as none of their company,and yet guide them in the 
way. So gallant a Bonclace- ſeller, ſo proud a Pedler,and fo 
ſtoute a Tinker , all France will not patterne; But thus it 
muſt be, if you Madam will have your deſire: Nor may you 
ſcorne that meanes, that promiſeth aſſurance of Liberty, 
and hope of better Happe. The Gods to have theyr wills, 
ditdained not to undertake the ſhape of Beaſtes; and wee 
muſt with the cunning Fowler, cloath our ſelves in Fea» 
thers, it we will deceive wylie Birdes. It is a Soare, no 
ſinne, to betray Tyrannie ; but a ſhift, no ſhame; to get Li- 
bertic. 

The ſe guiletull enticing words of his, and the betraying

But how ſhould 
Love (the Child of Folly) looke into a plot of policie, 
when unſeduced wit c nat ſee it, nor untainted wilc- 
dome finde it. The apparance of Trueth, and the ſhe ot 
Pitty, and Gmplicity, hath in all deceitfull Practiſes, ſub- 
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Vverted Cities, depoſed Kings, defrauded SubieRts of their 
Rightes , and takenaway the guitleſſe lives of Innocents. 
How then poore Princeile, couldſt thou avoyd thy running 
upon the Sandes, though Armies of obiections did rite a- 
gainſt thy doubtfull hazard; yet cannot thy good, though 
tree intention, make thee faulty, though thy over-credulity 
in entertayning of conjectures made thee'crre. Thy chatt 
thoughts ſhines ſtill, I ſee, in thy vertue;and thy vertue (by 
divine piovidence) mult ſhield thee both from abuſive 
ſhame, and from unexpected ſlaughter. But now Poitron 
had provided at Vienna coſt all materials; and the Ladies 
diſroabing themſclvos, hid theyr attyres, and to caſt a miſt 
before the eyes of ignorance, they clothed them to the pur- 
poſe, and at ſapper time, the night being darke, upon 
Polt roms watchword, who then ſtood ſentinell, they came 
forth, pulling the doore after them: For locke it, Vienna 
would not, becauſe it ſhould appeare which way they came 
foorth,leaſt vpõ further ſearch, they might find out L- Nev 
was private way, and ſo bring him into trouble, ho at the 
time was in Flanders enquiring atter his loſt friend. The 
next morning their eſcape was diſcovered, the City was 
ſearcht, Poltron miſt, and every way was full of inquiſiters. 
But that nights travell, and their unſuſpected diiguiſe( be- 
ing the uſuall habite of ſuch wandring profeſſors) brought 
them {afe unto a great wood, that ſtood at the foot of a high 
hill in Languedoc, where he per ſwaded them the Hermit 
had his Cell. At the entrance whereof,:enna ſtumbled, the 
dull earth foi bidding thereby her further paſſage; and c. 
bella eyes were ſuddenly, for the time, ſtrucken blinde; as 
though, the feet of the one, were unwilling to br ing their 
Miſtris into perill: and the eyes of the other were aſhamed 
to ſee ſuch intended villany. But nopreſage can forſtall de- 
ſire, Love lookes altogether after theyr owne fancies, and 
conſters all things according to her affections. This hel- 
hound, (the Divels agent, )ſeeing Vienna ready to fall, ſtept 
to her, and raking her by the arme, in ſhe to ſupport her, 


led her into the thickeſt of the Wood, here ſodenly as one 
traustormed, 
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transformed, this ſecining dove ſhewed himſelfe a vulture ; 
and like Cruelty her ſelfe, with iu boſſed mouth & ſtaring 
eyes, he dre v his ſhort ſword that hangd by his luſttul ſide, 
and gaſhly ſwore, that il cither of them made any noy ſe, he 
would torthwith kill thein both: whereat the weake and 
wearied Ladyes, were to amazed, that all their fences were 
tencelefie, their rongues we: e bound to the peice by luſtice 
feare; they could not ſpcale, or durit not cry. New Luſt, 
the (exccrable parent of murde:)ſeciug her bathed beauty 
ſhine like the Sun through a Cloud, had ſo fiered his fancy, 
that where before it was but kindied by her lookes, now 
having er within his pow er, it did violently burne by the 
touch. Death mult now torbeare, and attend his pleaſure 
for his pleature ; and nothing could ſatisſie this Covetous 
Foxe, bur atter the ſtealing ot the grapes, he meant to for- 
ridge the vine. To effect which, he turned 7Tabelas face 

to a tree, and bound her armes round about the ſame, and 

notwithſtanding, flatteringly promiſed them both their 

lives, if Vienna would but conſent to his wanton will; IF 
not, he then prodigally (wore, that in diſpight of all pow- 

er, he would gather the fruite, now it was ripe, and after 

leave their ſlaine bodies a prey unto the beaſts of the field. 

Vienna, having recovered {ome ipirit, and ſecing the 
preſent danger, with elivated eyes, erected hands, & bowed 
knees,ſhce beſought him not to {port in her miſery, nor to 
{pot his ſoule with the repenting pleaſure of uncleanneſſe. 
Remember ſayd ſhe, that I am. a Princeſſe, ſave but my 
honour, as thou att my mothers Sonne, and I will freely 
forgive thce my deach as l am my fathers daughter. I ſceke 
not lite, but the honour of my life; for my long liv'd griefe, 
makes me hate life, and diſpiſe death, But in the loſle of my 
chiefeſt cheriſhed care, my curſes ſhall poyſon thy ſalva- 
tion; and the wildfire of thy luſt, ſhall burne up all thy 
worldly welfare, and make thee a ſpeedy prey to ſpeedy 
deſtruction. O let then my Chaſte teares quench the flame 
of thy ſinfull Concupiſcence; blaſt not the beauty of the 


Lilly in the bud; deprive not the Roſe of the fairnes of the 
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blome ; nor brand not thy ſelfe with the curſed name of a 
hatefull villaine. The fierceſt Lyon hath no cruelty to hurt 
aRoyall Virgine ; Man was made to helpe, not to hurt a 
filly Mayd ; and the Lord of hoſtes, hath countleſſe plagues 
to puniſh ſuch offenders. Thy carnall regard is but momen- 
rary,but thy ſhame will be everlaſting,and thy puniſhment 
eternall; For repentance followes fruition;and the reward 
ot fin is death. Thus did ſhe pray, plead and intreat,and thus 
would ſhe have diſſwaded him from doing evill, that never 
yet knew good. But his unruly pallion, and thirit of blood, 
could brook neither interceſſion, nor interruption. His hot 
untamed defires prayd in ayde of force, which made her 
ſhricke, and call tull loud on Gods luſtice for helptull re. 
venge ; when ſodenly the angry heavens began to make 
warre againſt him, and to threaten him with a terrible 
voyce, ſending foorth ſuch fearetull thunder, lightning, and 
powertull ſtormes, that force perforce, he was intorced to 
defiſt for the time. But as the wofull Ladyes continued (till 
their ſhoutingcryes; It fortuned that tWo Peaſants that 
had Pomage in the wood, had beene ſeeking of their ſwine 
who by violence of the diſturbed Skies, and wrathfull Ble- 
ments, had taken ſhelter under a Tree. As thus they ſilent 
ſtocd, praying for preſervation, they heard theyr diſmall 
cries, and haſtiug (for ſo their good Angels would) to- 
wards the place of playnt , they found the obdurate Tray- 
tor attempting a freth aſſault ; which made, the ſwifter 
Man comming in with his Batte , to make him looſe his 

laſcivious hold. 
This happy accident revived the dying heart of Vienna, 
and the guilty dread of Poltron, fearing to be taken, made 
him ſo deſperate, that he both wounded and grounded the 
gentle Peafant ; and as he endeavoured to take away his 
life, rhe other comming in, knockt out his braines. This 
ſpeedy diſpatch gave the Divell his due, & freed the Daul- 
phinis of all ſuſpect, who otherwiſe had by Drugge taken 
order for his perpetuall concealements. The Ladies thus 
ſuccoured, freed , and comforted, prayſed God for their 
deliverance, 
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deliuerance, and thanked the poore Men for their aſſiſtance; 
And in guerdon of their ſo happie ſeruice, not knowing 
otherwiſe how to requite ſo great a good, they wiſhed 
( cancealing themſelues) that they would bring them to 
the Gouernour of Yiemors, Who they knew would boun- 
tifully reward them. The vncapable Peaſants , ſmyling 
ther cat, told chem, that they would not for feſons Labour, 
ſecke after Corideons Hyre : For Perſons ( faid they) fo 
yarcmarkable, can neither pleaſure nor profit greatneſſe 
of State. To which, the Princeſſe anſwered, that by her 
meanes, they ſhould deliuer into his hands, the two Ladies 
that were committed to his charge,and thar lately had con- 
ueyed themſelues out of Priſon, This golden hope did 
winne their conſents, and not onely refreſhed them in 
their Trauaile, but alſo gaue ſpeed to their Tourney : 
Only it contented Vienna, that ſhe ſhould by this meanes 
requite her Preſeruers, though thereby ſhe made her ſelfe 
a thrall to time and tyranny. Liberty could giue her no 
comfort, nor could ſhe tell how hetter to diſpoſe of her 
loathed Life, then to make her ſelfe a Prifoner to Leue and 
Fortune: The care (he had of Iſabella, made her the more 
ſenſetiue of her wrongs; And therefore turning towards 
her, ſhee ſoftly ſaid; Though the Fruit af the» Olyfe· tree 
come late, yet is the Liquor both good and wholeſome. 
The tyde now ſerueth, my deere Iſabella, take thou the be- 
nefite thereof, and at laſt free thy ſelfe from participating 
of my further woes: Fortune hath bound my lite prentiſe 
do her froœ nes, and I am reſolued to ſerue out my time z 
then lowe me to my fate, and get thee to ſome more happy 
place, where my Prayers, and thy more fortunate Friends, 
may purchaſe thee more content. 

ſabellas impearled teares did publiſh her miſlike, and in

her griefe ſhe ſaid, that Loueneuer thought that time too 


long, that did hang on deſert; and that ſorrowes growne 
to acultome, were pleaſing to miſerable Creatures : Then 
what ſhould ſeperate my attendance from your Grace, 
Gace without you I cannot liue, and with you I meane to 


dye. 
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dye. Vienna thanking her, joyed no little in her conſtant 
Fellowſhip : For Friendſhip is ever moſt ſweeteſt, when 
Fortune is molt ſowreit. 

Thus as they chatted, they came to Vennois, where ſhe 
adviſed theyr two good Conductors, to wayt for the Go- 
vernours going to the Church, and then boldly to ſtep ro 
him, and ſecretly to proffer him the delivery of the Prin- 
ceſſe, and her Companion; which done, you ſhall private- 
ly bring us to him, unto whom wee will preſent what we 
have promiſed. The Peaſants promiſe ( having done ac- 
cordiag to inſtruction) made the Governour to 1ejoyce ſo 
at the newes, that hee returned backe to his houſe, and 
{eat one of the:n for the Princeſſe, who yet was not 
knowne to bee the Princeſſe. Vpon theyr teturne, Vienna 
with ſhew of Mai-ſtie, thus greeted the Governour. 

Let not my Lord Yray Efperance wonder at our diſguiſe, 
nor queltion the Cauſe : It may ſuifice, you have your Pri- 
ſoners, and wee are content with our alotments: Reward 
well theſe honeſt Perſons,that with hazard of their Lives, 
have not onely preſerved our Honours and Lives, but alio 
freed you from many Cares, and ſaved you perhaps from 
dangerous troubles. This is all our deſires, we know your 
charge, and willingly yecld to your diſpoſe. The Gover- 
nour baring (in due reverence) his aged head, with more 
teares of pittie then of joy, — aluted them, and 
giving the Peaſants ſtore of Crownes, humbly and courte- 

ouſly Ge brought the Ladyes totheir carefull Chamber, 
where wee will leave them to learne of Sirap, what ſucceſie 
way ted on his Bgabs/ow:a? endeavours. 

Now had time, and travell, brought Sira (whom wee 
left in his Tourney) unto Babilen; where the So/dan (to gra» 
tific the Teri and to ſhew his love to Vertue,and his eſti- 
mation of Merit) entertayned him with all Magnificence, 
and variety of Kingly Delights. But after they had feaſted, 
and ſpent ſome day es in Courtly ſ ports: Strap being mind - 
full ot his Lord, dein ed to ſee the City, with ſuch Monu- 
ments and Antiquitics, as Were therein; which fo well 
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pleaſed the Soldan, that to honour him the more, hee ac- 
company ed him in perſon, ſtill hewing him by his Inter- 
preter, all ſuch places of note and worth, as then were there 
remaining: At length they paſt by, (tor ſo their paſſage 
lay) the Caſtle wherein the Daslphin was impriſoned. 
W hich Sir Sirap long viewing » commended, and in his 


praiſe thereof, demanded by his Interpreter, what Caſtle . 


or Pallace that was, that was ſo well ſcituated, fo ſtately 
built, and of ſuch ſtrength. And they told him, t hat it was 
called Mount Semeriar, built of old by Semiramis, Queene 
unto the firſt great King of the AHria m Monarc i, And 
that as then, there lay as priſoner one of the greateſt Prin- 
ces of France in the Weſterne Clime; knowne by the name 
of the Daulpbin of Viennois, Sirap ſeemed muchto wonder 
both at the name and Country, as uaheard of before, and 
therefore was deſirous to ſee the ſtature, favour, cariage 
and manner of thoſe men; and to lear ne, if he could, the 
nature, law, religion, cuſtome, and State of the Countrey; 
which ſtoode ſo well with the Soldan, liking, that both in 
one — went to the Caſtle to ſee, and to conferre with 
the Daulpbin. 

Now Sire building on Boufoyes fidelity, as having ſome- 
what poſſeſt him with his purpoſe , and wrought him to 
his will; did vſe himas an Interpretour betwixt him and 
the Dau/phin : For hee would not altogether, yet diſcover 
himſelfe ro Bosfoy,and thertore {peaking to him in Greek, 
hee commanded that he ſhould Salute the Dau/pbin in his 
name, and tell him, that as a Stranger hee was come to ſee 
hig, and of meere humanity to viſite him; which the 
Daw/phin kindly accepting, as kindly regreeted, and enter- 
tained him with all the gracious remouſtrances hee could. 
Sirap bad him then aske what his Country was, how great; 
by what lawes they were governed, under what title they 
were ſubiected, what Religion they oblecved, and what 
God they chiefly adored; unto which the D4u/pbin thus 
briefly anſwered. 


France he (aid is my native neſt, both moſt populous and 
5 ipacious, 
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ſpacious, as having in it 27,thouſand Pariſh Churches; It is 
moſt fertill, and abounds in all plentiſulneſſe of fruits, wines, 
ſalt, corne, fiſh, and wild-fowle ; There are many Vni- 
verſities famous therein{the nurſing mothers of all vertue) 
out of whoſc brefts, youth drawes out the knowledge of 
all Arts; It hath many large Provinces ; and divers aborde- 


ring Principalities owe homage thereunto : The Cities 


are great, and many; rich in Treature : and fayre, and uni- 
forme in building; the chiefe whereof is P1» #5, famous for 
beauty and bigneſſe: the uſuall reſidence of the King, and 
great traihque of all kinde of Marchandize. Our lawes are 
termed the ciuill Lawes, wherein Iuſtice is tempered, and 
qualified by equity and conſcience ; and equity and conſci- 
ence are garded and maintained with Iuſtice. Our Monarch 
is eatituleda King, the moſt Chriſtian King of France, un- 
der whoſe protection his people live ſecure, inioying their 
owne; and under whoſe Greatneſſe, his Subies reſt feare- 
leſſe of forraigne foes. Our Religion is built upon Gods ſa- 
cred Word : Truth is the roote thereof, Charity the 
branch, and good Workes the fruit. Our Paſtors are our 
Teachers, who like Lampes conſume themſelves, to en- 
lighten others; theyr Doctrine is examined by the twelue 
Apoſtles : Our prayersby Chriſt taught ſix Petitions : Our 
Faith by the generall Creed; and our Lives by Gods tenne 
Commandements. And where the tongue of Aaron cannot 
perſwade, there the Rod of A ſes dot h correct, and com- 
pell. Wee ſerve and worſhip one onely G OD, in perſons 
Three: not confuſed, nor divided; but diſtin : of one and 
the ſame divine Eſſence, eternity, power, and quality. God 
the Father, God the Sonne, and God the Holy Ghoſt. The 
Father being the firſt, chicfe, and originall cauſe of all 
things : The Sonne his Word and eter nall wiſedome: and 
the Holy Gholt his power, vertue, and eflicacie. This is 
that God, that by his Word made the glo:ious Globe his 
ſeate, aud the maſſie Earth hi- footſtoole ; that fed his ſer- 
vants (theunprovided lſtaelites) with food from Heaven, 
forty yeares in the Wilderneſſe; that divided the Wars, 
an 


dre ncht proud Poar + therin, that putſued chemwith mur- 
thering hearts. To him we offer no burnt oſter ings, nor fa» 
crifice of bloodʒbut the ſwect interceſlion ot devout pray- 
ers. For thoſe cercinones cxaſed at the comming t tiſt, 
by whom we :re called Chriitians; aud wee are teccived 
into his Church by Baptiime, and continued and ted theres 
in by che other Sacramear of his laſt Supper. And ſuch is 
our Countrey, thete dur Law es, tuci our King; this our 
Religion, and this the God we onely ſer ve, love, feare, and 
adorc. Sr thanked him tor his good delcription , and 
{ccmcd to take picalure in the knowledge thereof, Then he 
demanded how ix brookt his Captivity, and hee antwered 
like a Prince, and therefore like himſelfe ; as one ſubject 
to chance, and reſolved in the change. Then he bad him 
aske Whether he had any children, and hee all ſighing ſaid, 
but one oncly daughter. Then Sirap cauſed him to ase why 
he then ſo ſighed; and he reply ing ſaid, that his ſole ſoules 
griefe conſiſted in her memorry, and to made manifeſt his 
hard, cruell, a nd unnaturall dealing towards her; and how 
he had left her a priſoner to his tyranny, and therefore by 
divine Juſtice made limſelfe a priſoner to Tyranny. Sirap 
being thus certified, was well pleaſed that ena yet living, 
lived his permanent friend ; and though hee grieved much 
for her cndurance, yet did he {mother up his conceived 
ſorrovy , in the recordation of her love. The thought of 
his exile, and Vriennaes thraldome, awaked Hatred aud 4 
ger (the ready Oilices of Revenge) to haſten his death: 
dut in the eyc of his milder conideration. knowing him to 
be his Lord, an Pier nies Farherzhis relentiug tics, t aheckd 
his repining humour blew the coiles of bis hotter de- 
ſire, to ſecłce, aud to effect his tpeed; deliveia ce. Jo com- 
paſſe whicli, he fectaing ( nd of pu pot ) to take plea- 
ſure in him, and undo t andi ig ot his Cou ces cuſto nes, 
com modities, and govecmaent. Ad th. retote he ri queit- 
ed rhe Scalan for the continuance ot his contentment, and 
for his tur ther knowledge of forraigue affaircs, to —_— 
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and brought them dry- foote through the Red Sea, and 


and tolle rate his thither repayre, thit he might hereafter 
(if cauſe ſo required) te duce his learaing to Rae 
the Soldan graunting, gave in charge for his free : cceſle, 
and ſo they departed; the one glad in that | ec had, or could 

ratiſie ſo worthy a friend: the other proud, in that hee 
Pad layde a foundation whercon to build, The two next 
dayes, Sirap ſpent in covertly revealings, whereia his ex- 
pertneſſe, and carriage, did both win reſpect, and gave de. 
light. The third following day, hee with his Inter pretour 
went to parley with the Daulp#in,whodilpairing of lite, 
they found expecting death. But after they had greeted, 
and regreeted each other, wich kinde ſalutes, 5 told 
him by his Interpreter, that as a mau hee beway led his for- 
tune; and as he was a Prince, he lamented his fall. Vet diſ- 
may not noble Lord, ſaid he, ſince all cor porall damages, 
that happen to mortall men, are either by means remedied, 
by reaſon ſuffered, by time cured, or by death ended. Ma- 
licious and violent ſtormes may for the time cleave the 
barke from the tree, and rent the branches of his body; yet 
for all the furious blaſts of wrathfull windes, it cannot bee 
pluckt up by the Roote. If there be a power above the ca- 
pacity of men, then may there come comfort, contrary to 
the conceit of men. Expectation ina weake minde, makes 
an evill greater, and a good leſſe: but the reſolved minde 
diſgeſts an evill being come, and makes a future good pre- 
ſent, before it come; Then expect the beſt, ſince you know 
the worſt at the worſt, will have an end. 

The Daulp bin conceiting the civill demeanour, the Phi- 
toſophicall diſcourſe, and the pious minde of the ſuppoſed 
impious and barbarous Moore, honoured his milde inclina- 
riog, wondered at his regular admonitions, and thanked 
him for his humane comforts & tender regard. My minde, 
mindfull (faid Stray) of Fortunes fickleneſſc,aftets(I know 
not how, nor wherefore) your deliverance : whatthen 
will the Das!{phin give,if [ affet the ſame? The Daulphir, 
whoſe ſmalleſt ſayles of hope, the leaſt windes did blowe, 
offered the third part of his Principality, when hee ſhould 

come 
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come to Viennois, Promiſes ſaid Stray of advancement, are 
no aſſurances of enrichment, and he hath a wit too ſhort of 
diſcretion that will looſe certaine favours , for uncertaine 
fortunes. Notwithſtanding , if you will but ſWeare unto 
me by that ſame God, which you ſerve and adore, to grant 
me one requeſt that I ſhall make when I come to Viennois, 
I will endanger my life to free 7 life from danger ; and 
leave, and looſe my honours in Babylon, and Greece, to ſeale 
and ſeate my ſelte with you in France: more you cannot de- 
fire, leſſe (my Country Gods ayding me) will not accom- 
— The Dauphin whoſe flattering hope, ſuddainly gave 
im a preſent aſſay of future happineſſe, though at the firſt 
he was very credulous in entertaining ſuch favourable con- 
jectures, yet hardly could hee ground my firme beleife; 
ſince knowing him to be but a Stranger, hee thought that 
ſuch deepe woundscould not be ſearched with ſuch ſhal- 
low Inftruments. But at the laſt, referring all things to 
God, and to the will and wiſdome of the ſuppoſed Moore; 
hee wholly embraced his kinde offer, and anchored all his 
hope, in his provident induſtry : unto whom, preferring 
life before livelihood, hee devoutly ſ ware by his Fathers 
God, the onely one true God, and God of all Gods, in whom 
he chiefly, and onely truſted ; that whatſoever hee would 
demaund, ſhould be freely, abſolutely, and willingly given 
him, In further conſideration wWhercot, he gave him a rich 
Diamond, and his Interpretour a hundred French crownes, 
which for his vſe, if neede required, he had cloſl/ hid be- 
tw ixt the lyning of the coller of his doublet. SY hold- 
ingſhimſelte ſatisfied, ſaid, it ſwhced. Onely hee icquired 
his continuall prayers for his better ſucceſſe, and to left 
him, to feaſt his hopeful] heart with the expectation o! de. 
fired ſucceſſe. The next day Sirap taking oc aſion to walk 
to Eupbrates, that famous River that runmmes by Babylon, 
there to view the variety of ſtrange & ſeverall tmall ſhips, 
he caſually mer, and tecretly compou ded with an avarous 
Pilot, whoſe corruption ay | over with gold, he 
$ 


was to bring him downe the River through the Perſian 
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fe to the next Port Towne upon the A Fricle ſhoare. 
The fifth — — hee appoynted to come a boord, 
attended onely withtwo men, and therefore gave him in 
charge, not onely to bee moſt ſecret therein, but alſo that 
he ſhould make full provifion of all requiſites. This done, 
he preſently gave forth, rhat hce would ſhortly depart,and 
returne to Conſtantinople; and the better to accumplith his 
deſire withoug miſdeeme; he determined (under colour of 
preparation, and fitly furniſhing himſclic):o lye ſome few 

dayes ia the Citie, before he would eu ba: que himſe lte. All 
which hee preſently imparted to the do , and humbly 
with prodigall thankes toolce his leave, ſay ing . that his pe- 
r10d ot time, pleaded now his promis d rcturne, which in 
no wile he would violate wich the high commander of his 
thoughts, the great and Emperiall Tui ke, unto whom hee 
owed all obliged love, and moſt reverent reſpect. And 
therefore, if ſo it pleaſed his Majeſty to command his rea- 
dy ſervice in ouglit, hee would willingly attend his plea- 
ſure, and by his Graces imployments, hold himſclte more 
thengraced. The Soldan ſeeing he would depart, preſcn- 
red him with many richgifts of Royall eſtimate, holding 
himſelfe no little bounden to his Gods, in that they had in- 
tereſted him in ſo noble & meritotious a friend: ſo blinded 
was hee with Strap civill deincanour, and fo dusked with 
Solimans powerfull commends, that he could not with Pa. 
limed pry now into the profundity of Ulyſes. And there- 
fore requeſting him to take in worth, thoſe {mall remem- 
brances of his faſt ſcaled love, he friendly bad him farewell, 
and ſo left him. 

Sirap whoſe thoughts travailed now in queſt after the 
Daulobins deliverance, got himſelfe into the Citie, where 
he chambered himſelfe in a Merchants houſe of great and 
good regard, where being once left, and ſcated; hee began 
to call his wits to account, how beſt he might belt deceive 
the Oaulpbins Ker per. For providence preventeth misfor- 
tunes, and gives lite to our future aqtious: And therefore 
he was neither careleſſy, nor ovcr-timoroully W of 
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that, which might ſiniſterly, and ſuddenly ſucceede. but 
iealous, & heedtull in the hazai d,i.it a ny over · ſight might 
croſſe his endeavours, and ſo leave his Lord helpleſſe, and 
himſelfe hapleſſe. But after he had ſtretcht and teatred his 
wit, and ſet all poſſibilities onthe racke of his invention; 
at length his delice carrying him beyond all doubt of dan- 
ger; hee armed his determination with ſtecled reſolution, 
and ſetting his chance on the Dice, he thus attempted, and 
aſſayed his fortune. 

The day before his departure, hee went unto the Caſtle 
where geatly greeting the Keeper, he told him that he was 
to returne to Conſtantinoyle, and therefore finding himiclte 
engaged to him for his willing paines, and alt eady rcady 
ſhewed kindneſſes, hee was come of purpoſe i perton to 
invite him, and all his followers, (vato whom he had been 
troubleſome) to ſup with him that nightzthat hee thereby 
might acknowledge his thank fulneſſe, and they have cauſe 
to remembei his love, and his perſon : And becaulc (hee 
ſaid) my Chamber is no receite, and that I am unwilling 
to be troubleſome, or offenſive to the Maſter of the hou'c, 
let me entreate the uſe of the Caſtle, and fo make you, my 
Hoſt,and Gueſt at once, The Keeper blinded with his for- 
mer bounty, ſecured by the 5#/4an, and now drawne on, by 
the pleaſing ſheww of kinde courtcſic;knowing him(whom 
yet hee never knew) to be of a vertuous diſpoſe, of great 
eſtimate, and highly tavoured of the King; did freely, and 
gratefully offer himſelfe, his ſervice, and the Caſtle, at his 
command. The great unknowne diſtance , betwixt the 
Daxlphins, and the Moores Countiey Clymes, with their 
admiration of each other, & the diff ence of their tongues 
could not make the gulled keeper ſu'pitious, nor can caule 
him once to dreame of deccit ul! gnile. This illuſion gave 
Sirap hope of happy ſucceſſe, and therefore manifeſting his 
thanktulneſſe wa 4 rich lewell. that he(giving)requi- ed 
that he would weare it for his ſake, he left him, a d piodt- 
gally povided, what either his pu- ſe could procure, or the 
time would afford: Hee gave alſo farther arge to his At- 
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tendants , that the Table ſhould be till and ever fully fur- 
niſhed, with many repleat Cups of Greekiſh Wine. For 
(aid he) the colt is ill ſpared, that is ſpared for coſt; and 
the beauty of the banquet istherceclips'd, where 7aviter 
raines not downe full ſhowers of Nectar. As himſelfe, hee 
had carefully and ſecretly before provided ſleeping Poppy, 
heavy Darnell, and the mortifying juyce of life-bereaving 
Mandrake; with other powerfull powders,a (mall quantity 
whereot taken in drink, would make the Receiver fall ivro 
a molt ſuddaine and deally ſleepe. This did he fo ſectetſy, 
and ſo trankely beſtow amongſt all the flaggon pots, but 
one(w hich Boxfoy had in truſty charge reſerved by marke 
for himlelfe and his Lord) that every one had in full mea- 
ſure, his dormative full waight, Theſe poyſoned Pots hee 
cloſely kept for the middle of the banquet; and Supper be- 
ing ſerved in, Sirap ſeated every one in their due places, to 
the contentment of each one; and then he began to feaſt, 
and chearc his gladſome gueſts, and like a pleaſant Idoliſt, 
metrily cheared his feaſted friends. But in the end (they 
having no end in drinking) hee ſeeing them ſo deuoutly ſa» 
crificing to Bact haus, hee to honour their Religion, added 
then more fatall fewell to their drunken fire. Theyr over- 
drawne Cups were ſtill repleniſhed with the powdered 
Wines,and ever he plyed them with Cups,till theyr Cups 
had over-plyed them: That drunke in theyr drow ſie devo- 
tion, they falling into a leaden ſlumber, began to ſleepe out 
all living conſideration. Now Siras ſeeing his hope, honou- 
red with ſome perfection, thought it fit to doe homage to 
opportunity ; for in deferring of time, many times, it is 
both the loſſe of life, and occaſion : And therefore adding 
execution totime , hee inſtantly went to make all ſuch as 
were in the Caſtle ſure; which dune, hee came backe, and 
taking the keycs from the Keeper, (who with the reſt of 
both their Servants, we will leave where they ſilent lay)he 
haſtily went downe to the Daulyhins lodging, where t 4 
found him proſtrat e on the ground, moyſtning the cart 
with his repentingt ca res, and piercing the heavens = 
15 
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his prayers, for the ſuppoſed Moores good ſucceſſe; b 
before he could make an end of his prayers, Sirep came to 
end his prayers, and Purgatory at once; and releaſing him 
from his oppreſſing lrons,brought him up to view fer. 
phens Comedy, whuch that dull God (with his ayde) had 
made and prepared for his pleaſure. | 


T bus ben our ſinues are ripe, and God toFuſtice ben, 
He turnes our greateſt pleaſure, to eur juſt punrſinnene. 


Now Time ſtrucke his locke before, and it fitted not to 
argue what was done ; or what was to be done, leaſt they 
themſelves might be undone ; bur giving praiſe to Sod in 
their ſeverall ed kindes, they preſentiy buckled up 
their ſpirits, wich theyr legges,like Bees, that having ſuckt 
the juyce of forraigne Gardens, make wing to their owne 
hives,that they may make merry with the ht of their 
advenrures-So did they haſt to the back gate of the Caſtle, 
which they prizing open, went to the Nivers ſide, where 
the hyred Pilot courteouſſy attended theyr comming: Ina 
{mall veſſell they imbarqued themſelves, and fayled to the 
Perſian Gulfe,and fo a long tothe eAffrieke Sea : Vpon the 
entry whereof, there croſt them a great Pirat of Arabia, 
whoſe uncheckt fortunꝭs, and vncontrouled ſtrength ſtill 
crown'd his hardeſt attempts with victory. But his Pride 
was now like a vapour, that aſcending high,foone turneth 
into ſmoake · For he no fooner ſaw their ſmall Frigor, but 
counting it his purchaſe, hee haſtily made towards them, 
and looktng for no reſiſtance, hee grapled with them, and 
commanded them to yeeld. But Stray being unwilling to 
looſe the rich benefit of his high adventure, having no ac- 
quai nt ince with eare, and berrig ever accuſtomed to con- 
quer, drew forth hi ſleeping Semitar, which his enraged 
ury whetted ſo ſharpe that hee clove the firſt oppoſer 
downe to the backe , and ſeat the h- ad of the next, as an 
Ambaſſadour, to plead for peace amongſt the monſters of 
the Sea, The Daulpbin feeing ſuch great chips cut _ — 
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ſuch rough timber, wondret at his force, and admired his 
valour; _ —— to —— Ship, 
and Sirap fill gave ummons for theyr appearance. For 
tearing leaſt their entry iato his Ship ſhould endanger the 
Dauphin; he to prevent that, hazarded himfelfe tho more, 
by leaping in among his enemies, where his magnanimi- 
ous minde, armed wichthe arme of puiſſance, ſo diſheart- 
ned his facs,chat the Captaine fearmg leaſt any more ſhould 
come alk him, cauſed the ſhips to be ungrapled: And 
no fooner were they ſeparated , but that the timorous pi- 
lot wherein the Daalybin Was, ſeeing himſelfe ſevered from 

rill, began to turne the ſterne of his Ship, and with a 
fide — to ſayle backe; which Bowfoy eſpying.thouglt 
it better to dye in adventure of his liberty, then to became 
a Captive againe to — 

Deſpaire therefore made him valiant and neceſſity did 
adde to his courage » which made him to exceed himſelſe 
in might, and to goe beyond all hope in ſucceſſe: For ſud 
— l the Pilot thorow with his ſwordshe-woun- 
ded the next to him ſo ſore, that he could not offend. The 
D aalphin ſeeing the ſucceſle of his bold attempt. raiſed his 
falne courage to the height of noble reſolution ; and an- 
ſhcathing his quiet ſword that Sirap had given him, hee 
gave him ſuch aſſiſtance, as his weake ability could afford. 
In the end, feare made them valiant, and their valour freed 
them from feare. The aſſaulted Saylers (being weapon» 
leſle)fell in theyr blood; and in theyr overthrowes,did the 
ſurvivouts ſubmit themſelves to the mercy of their ſwords 
Force now over-awed them, and they were compelled by 
Boufoyto make towards the other Ship, w herein Sirep was 
making an end of an unequallbatcell. For having at the firſt 
flaine their redoubted Captaine, hee wreſted his approved 
broade ſhield from him, under which ſhelter, his encrea- 
ling valour made ſuch laughter, as of ſixteene perſons, be 
left hut three alive, which as Boxfoy came in, were pre 
ſtrate on their knees for pardon. But when Sirap law. 
Sie, and underſtood of their interarcidents be was mark 

glad 
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glad of their ſafeties, then he was of his owne victory. The 
Daulpbin ſtood amazed when hee ſawe the Shipt emboſt 
with ſcattered heads, devided armes, and diſmembred legs; 
And in his aduuration ſaid, It he be but a man, bow ths, ? If 
more then a man,why thu? Such forceable blowes, ſnewes 
a power beyond all humane power;and yet I ſen he is but a 
man, though hee hath done much more then many men. 
This eſtimate of his valour and worth, made bim ever after 
reſpect him more for his incomparable proweſſe, then hee 
did before for his delivegance. Bonfoy now thought him- 
ſelfe happy in ſuch a Maſter, and S:rop grew proud of ſuch 
a ſeryant. Love(the joy of nature)now fate in tryumph for 
their ſecurities ; and the wrathfull God of Warre, being 
wearied with deſtruction, layde him downe in the bed of 

ce: With theſe two Ships, they ſecurely ſayled, with 
windes ſuitable to their wills all along the coaſts of Ma- 
gadoxa in: Ætluopia, and ſo by Guine; here meeting with 
a Portugall Merchant, they hired the Pilot to bring them to 
eMarſehes. ' 
Thus did the inſcrutable providence of God, from iniu- 
rious and bad cauſes, produce good effects; making the ba- 
niſhment of the one, to fave the life of the other; and the 
love of liberty to give liberty to love. The change that 
change of fortune wrought in them all,made theyr mindes 
more then pleaſing Paradiſes of unſpeakable pleaſures. The 
Daxlpiin — of nought but Majeſtie and Dignities ; 
Zoufey of freedome and preferment : and Sirap his rich 
hopes promiſed him now —— fortunes: yet durſt hee 
not uumas ke himſelfe, leſt he ſhould deprive (oncerr of his 
new Chriſtendome, and betray Policy of his chiefeſt pre- 
tence; but ſtill holding the borrowed habite and artificial 
colour of a blacke Atoore, hee ſtill ſpake unto the Daulphin 
by Boney his Interpreter, by whom he diſcoarſed of many 
chinga and againe,and againe,and ſtill againe, enquired of 
affaires, as moſt neereſt did concerne him: wherein 
hetooke double delight, in not onely gaining knowledge 
ofthe aſſurance of ve x and love : but in —_—_ 
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the Daulphin,that the'Daniphin might thereby be the more 
deceiued. In this clouded communication, wee will leaue 
them a while, to ſee what befell 4f«/ Fignce, whom we left 
detained inthe Taucrne , ignorant of his Lords ſurptiſe, 
though tot infocedtof the cauſe, | 
Tenne dyes did the Vintaer keepe him cloſe , Mill ex- 
peRing that eicher the Merchant ſhould returne, or that 
the Saria ſhould ſend for his reſtrained gueſt. But when 
he could ngither heare ot the one, nor the other; hee began 
to grow jealous of the matter, and premeditating thereon 
at laſt, taſtaed on this belicte; That the Merchant (like 2 
ſubtill Mercarian ) had cheatcd the ſtranger, aud after left 
him, not onely to pay for the wine, but alſo made him a 
ſtale to conuay hicaſelfe away vader t he face of honeſty. 


For otberwiſe he thought, that if there had beene cauſe of 


taxation, int, or examination; there would no doubt 
haue beene halty inquiſition made after bim. 

In this perſwaſion he ſet Mal France at liberty, who now 
found his repenting errour, in the loſſe of his Lord; Shame 
rebukꝰ t his Griete attach d his heart, aud Feare at- 
flicted all hi ghes. At this deare rate hee purchas'd 
wit; which taught him to labour more aduiſedly in the 
toaretull ſearch of the Daa hbin; His enquiring eyes did 
ſtill pry into euery corner of all his carefull and wandring 
wayes; and in all aflemblics, hee fought whom hee could 
not finde. But when neither weary time, nor warie ſearch, 
could giue him any knowledge of him. Then happily mee» 
ting with a Plemming. that was ready bound for clana, he 
wenta ſhipbord with him, hoping that.cather hee ſhould 
finde his Lord returned to Vienne, or giue them cauſe to 
follow him in better queſt, After many dayes ſayling they 
happily arriued at Ac:ddlebarge, where in an olde decayed 
Burgamaſters houſe, they lodged A4l Fience; who finding 
the aged iealouſie of his aged Holt , cunningly caried him · 
ſelfe in aſteit ſhewy of purity ; that vnder that deceit, hee 
might the berterdecciue. This ſuſpitiousSyre, hauing not 


onelydeaurifull daughter, but a young faire wife, | = 
arey 


lately hee had eſpouſed, was ſo fearefully jealous of them 
both, that he confined them within the limit of his houſe; 
and if either of them were but out of his ſig ht, hee ſtraight 
ſuppoſed ſhe was in action; A ſeruice which none can diſ- 
. geſt, that may not themſelues performe. But to take away 
all meanes that did helpe (not heale) his miſdecmes; hee 
cauſed his daughter to lye in a low bed within his Cham- 
ber, and made the doore to be lockt each night. 

Now it fell out, that there was a great and ſecret loue be- 
twirt his daughter, and one Hlaunce, the ſonne of a rich 
Tanner, that dwelt not farre from him, who by appoint- 
ment came preſently after ſupper time to her Chamber 
window that lookt into the Garden, where he fo paſſio- . 
nately pleaded for the Harueſt of his amorous deſires, that 
ſhe (being made of fleſh not flint) gtanted that hee ſhould 
reape the full fruition of his loue, it hee would but aduen- 
ture the venture of it. For ſo ( ſaid ſhe) it is, that ouer and 
beſides my Fathers watchfull feare, and euer waking iea- 
louſie, I doe lye ncere vato him, within his Chamber, where 
though I may eaſily giue you entrance, yet to entertaine 
you without his percciuance, ſtands not with my bclicte. 
That matters not ſaid Hannce, I will not leaue the venter, 
for any aduenture; leaue the managing thereof to me, who 
will for thy ſake attempt the height of the hazard. Loue 
feares no danger; and pleaſure without ſhew of perill, loo- 
ſeth the vigour of her ſweetneſſe: I will with feare ſo de- 
ceiue his feare ; that Iwill take from him all apprehenſion 
of ſuch feare. Onely bee not thou afraid at any thing that 
thou ſhalt heare, or ſec, and ſo farewell, aad expect my 
comming. 

All this wanton diſcourſe did «If! Fierce liſtning heare, 
as by chance he leaned in his chamber window,which was 
but the bredth of a poſt from her window; who like a 
true YVenerian ( knowing their carnallconcluſion) reſolued 
to take the benefit of the match, though ſhee were more 
then his match, & to put into the Afedirerraneen Sea hen 
the winde ſhould ſerue, in chat pleaſant Pinnace, wherein 
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enhaunced Hawnce hoped ſolely to fayle withioy through 
the Magellan ftraights. To affect which, hee ſate in coun- 
ſell with all his thoughts, how hee might beſt deceive, not 
onely hopefull Hewnce,but alſo her jealous Father, and over- 
2morons Mother; who being ſicke of old ages tedious, and 


over - long enduring debilities, had many times by her allu- 


ring eyes, ſtolne glaunces, and other enticing demeanours, 
lookt for Phyſick at his hands. At laſt, device adviſed him, 
that there was no way to binde jealouſie to the peace, and 
to keepe himſelfe from interruption, but onely by horrour 
of feare, to make him looſe himſelfe, and ſenceleſſe of all 
other feare : In proofe whereof, that night, at the dead 
houre of heavy and leaden ſleepe, hee tooke one of his bed 
ſheetes,and tying a knot on the top,threw it over him, and 
like a troubled ghoſt, with dou paces, went intothe 
Burgamaſters Chamber; whobeing kept waking by his 
decrepit gricfes, heard the fall of his ſteps, — ſo 
darke, that he could not ſee, he gaſtly askt who was there: 
None but I, ſaid his watching ſenſuall daughter, ſuppoſi 
it had beene fi auncc. Is the lockt ſaid he: yes, quot 
ſhee,you heard me locke it your ſelfe, and ſo ſhee did, but 
without the ſtaple. e al Fiance being thus planner-ſtruc- 
ken, curſt old Satzrne for being now ſo oppoſite to Venn, 
and in his pawſe of doubtfull ſtay, hee light on this ſubtill 
ſhift ; preſently hee crept ſtealingly, vnder his bed, where 
finding a payre of betlowes,that careleſly had bin throwne, 
and lett —.5 ; hee tooke them up, — ſoftly — by the 
beds head, hee blewe many ſuddaine and ſhort blaſts upon 
him, and then falling downe againe, he ſec his backe to the 
middle of the bed cordes; where with all his force, hee lit- 
ted the bed up as high as hee could, and then would let it 
ſottly fall, and then railing it up agaiue, would after let it 
fall ſuddainly; and then would he blaſt them with the bel- 
lowes againe, which ſo amazed and frighted the poore 
Burgamaſter, that he could not ſpeake, but feare fully crept 
over the head into the bed, and lay d ſuch faſt( though ſha» 
king) hands, on his wife, that he awaked her: who = 
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heid over-hard, demanded what ſo appaled him: who an. 

ſwered in a low veyce, that there was ſome tormenting - 
ſpirit in the Chamber, Alas ſweet (ſayd ſhee) thinking it 

to be but the diſeaſe of his iealouſie, you doe but dreame : 

there is no ſuch thing, give mee leave to ſleepe, ſince you 

| cannot keepe me — 

The Daughter, whoſe luſtſull attendance, waked after 
veneriall copulation, hearing this, and knowing the falla- 
cie; could not but laugh at her Fathers deceiving, and be- 
tray ing feare, and in the pride of her naked ſtrength, ſhee 

prepared her ſelfe (being then molt ready, when ſhee 
was molt unready ) both to aſſay, and allay that trouble. 
ſome ſpirit. 
eMal- Fiexce hauing thus ſecured their ſtirring, by delu- 
ding their heating, went boldly tothe daughters bed, (the 
wiſhed port, where he deſired to arrive) where finding no 
oppoſition, ſhe ſtill deeming him tobe Haunce, hee caſt an 
chor, that his barque might ride at full Sea: At which 
time Afars and Venus being in coniuntion, produced ſuch 
ſtrange effets, that che bed wherein they lay , did both 
ſhake and rocke; which her mother-in-law hearing, began 
to be halfe afraid, having heard nothing before : yet out 0 
wonted boldneſſe (which was great in bodily adventures) 
ſhe called to her daughter, and asked her how ſhee did; I 
doe (quoth ſhee) well, aud as well as any woman can doe, 
It is the better for you replyed the mother, bur doe you 
not heare, nor feele any thing, I heare — ſaid ſhee) 
that is ill, and moſt affured I am, I feele no hurt. Well 
daughter ſaid the Mother, bleſſe you, and croſſe you well 
from all evill ſpirits. Nay mother ( quoth ſhee) my faith 
herein hath ever beene ſo gieat, and fo good, that I neither 
feate the devill, nor thinke any man is preſent that endan. 
ers me · All this while the poore Burgamaſter lay over the 
ad, in the ſweat of his falle feare,w hich did ſo tyrannize 
over his weakneſle, that he durſt lye no longer, but haſtily 
calling up his man, he ha l him light a candie:For he would 


riſe, and goe fetch his ghoſtly Father, Frier Fredericke, to 
| come 
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come to bleſſe his Chamber, and to ſprinł le it all over with 
holy water. His wife could not divert him from it; and 
his daughter, and her unknowne Paramour were ready to 
betray themſelves with laughter ; yet was - Fianr⸗ 
glad to hide himſelfe in the bed, whilſt to prevent ſuſpiti- 
on, the daughter roſe, and took upon her to unlock the un- 
locked doores, by which time, the man came witha light, 
and getting his Maſter up, he holpe to array him, and after 
went with a Lanthorne with him to ſecke the Frier. And 
no ſooner were they gone, but in comes laſcivieus Hawnce 
in the heat of his deſite, like thePrince of darknes,cloathed 
in a Bulls hide, with the hornes on his head: (for it much 
behooved him to have horne s, that mult leave hornes be- 
hinde him) who finding the doores open, made no ſtay till 
he came to the daughters bed, where hearing two breath, 
he ſoftly ſhrunke backe, ſuppoſing it was the Fathers bed, 
and ſtumbling after by hap on the other bed, where the 
wife lay all alone, hee holding downe his head, ſoftly ſaid: 
fcare not my Love, it is I, and ſo diſmantling himſelfe, layd 
him downe by her, who conceiting that it was Hal. Fiance 
that had tak en the benefit of her husbands going forth, re- 
ſiſted not, but entertained him withall the full tavours, that 
wanton love could affoord: (Thus doe womens light 
thoughts, many times make their husbands to have heavie 
heads: ) But in this amorous combat, the very bed did 
proclaime their forceable encounters, and the fall of bed- 
ſtaves well witneſſed their freſh aſſaults;which the daugh- 
ter hearing, deemed that her reſtlefſe mother was tormen- 
ted with tome terrour of feare ; and therefore calling to 
her, ſnee wiſhed her to have a good heart, and not to yeeld 
to idle conceirs, which but troubled the minde with decei- 
ving imaginations. The mother perceiving that ſome thing 
was perceived. & that they were heard.tooke upon her to 
be \f-ighted,and ſaid; Alis daughter, ſome thing, ! know, 
hath beene upon me, and it ſpirits have any ſubſtances, it is 
ſurely one; Cover your ſelfe well, f1:d the daughter: By 
this enterchange of chatte. Haunce knew that het - 
Lay alc 


travailed in a hy- path, w hich ſo diſtaſted bim, that his teeth 
gnaſhed together tor anger, and «2 «/-Fiance lay laughing 
at the knowledge thereof, who remembring now, that 
Hawnce would come in tome fearefull ſhape, to make way 
for his plealure, he thought to worke further on him, and 
to beat him wich [us owne weapon; And to give lite to his 
device, he ſtole up, and creeping along the beds ſide where- 
in enc haffed «uct did lye, hee ſought by feeling, and b 
feeling found, the hayry hide, which by handling thereof, 
hee kacw well was a garment of his Fathers, and as hee 
threw it over him, with intent to frighten lane, tic heard 
his Holt and the Frier comming into the houſe; who came 
ſooner then they were e — Then was hee forc'd to 
runne behind the doore, thinking by his hell like habite, to 
terrific them all; and fo get unknowneto his Chamber. 
Now Haunce perceiu ing light through the dore (for as yet 
the Frier durſt not come in, till he had ſaid divers Pater no, 
— the doore with his holy water ſprinkle) 
leap'd haſtily out ot his diſliked bed, and failing to find his 
devils coate, he the higher ſheer out of the bed, and 
ſhrowding himſelſe therein, went like a hoſt to the other 
ſide ot the dore, thinking likewiſe thereby, ſo ſud lainly to 
fright them, that undiſcovered he might eſcape. Bur the 
tardy · taken · womea, that now were more atraid of ſhame, 
then they were before of ſinne, were driven to ſuch an exi- 
gent, that they knew not how to avoyd, neither rebuke, 
nor reproach z Their ſcarlet bluſhes accuſed them, and the 
holy Church was at the doore ready to conde nne them. 
In this hell they lay, fear ing to bes ſcene, untill rhe light 
which moſt they — freed them from thoſe they moſt 
feared. For the new transformed devill, and the lite mi ta- 
mor phoſed g hoſt, ſuddainly ſeeing eac h other by the ligh 
of the Candle, upon the opening of the dore,wore ſo aga 
at the fearefull ght of either others terrifyi ig, and un- 
none ſhapes, that they verily thought, that the divell, 
or ſome other ill ſpirit, were purpoſel come from hell to 
carie them away, for their Gnfall aſſuming theyr damned 
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formes, to ſuch wicked and forbidden ends. In this feare 
and fearetall thought, they made ſuch haſt to runne away 
the one from the other, that they both ruſht at once ſo 
forceably through the doore, that they beare the old Bur. 
aſter downe, and turned the poore Frier over & over; 
in which fall hee pittifully brake his face on the houſecill, 
and halte drowned the Burgamaſter with the Holy-water 
that he brought, and ſhed upon him. The carefull women 
though they were thus cleared of diſgrace; yet were they 
ſo daunted at che ſight of theſe incarnall divels, that they 
wocfully cryed, and ſhrieked out;the ſervant with the Lan- 
thorne, as one diſtract, runne out of doores; Mal- Fiance 
as fearcfuily fled to his Chamber; and heartleſſe Fanuce 
molt amazedly runne into the ſtreet after the ſervant, who 
looking tor teare behind hun, ſawe this ſpirit P. running 
(as he thought)after him; which made bim cry out, Helpe, 
helpe, a ſpirit, a ghoſt ; a ghoſt, a ſpirit, 
he Watchmen comming by,and hearing him,thought 
the man was ſtarke mad; but looking a fide, they ſaw this 
affr ig hted, frig —— comming towards them, which 
put them all into ſuch amazed feare, that they threw down 
theyr weapons, and runne away. The coaſt being thus 
cleared, unhappy Hance got into his Father houſe. But 
now the next neighbours that had heard the wretched wo- 
mans ſhricking cries, were riſen,and having gotten lights, 
ſpeedily came to ſee, and know the cauſe of their out- cries, 
And finding the Maſter of the houſe, and the Frier (whom * 
feare had entranced) halfe dead on t he floore, and the Fricr 
all bloudied by his fall, they ſuppoſing, that they were 
flaine, inſtantly cryed out Murther, murther : The diſmay- 
ed women (that all this while lay over theyr heads, in the 
bath of their ſweating feare, doing pennance for their ſtoln 
leaſures) having their feare both renewed, and redoubled 
— theſe their cries ; cried out as faſt, the devill, the devill; 
at the hearing w hereot, all the neighbours runne out ot the 
houſe againe, and Aal. Fiance grew upon this dreadfull al- 
» ſo fearefully timorous, that hee durſt not moove, 
though 
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| though hee were more then moved. In this agonie of ter- 
rour, did they all lye till breake of day, when light (the 
| couatort ot darke diſmay) cmboldned the chicte, Oticer 
(who of purpoſe was ſent tor) to enter into this boute of 
horror, where railing them from that place of Purgatory ; 
they found upon examination, that the devili had biathere, 
and was the cauſe of all theyr diiturbances. But Mal- France 
who now had made peace with his diſtracted thoughts; 
not onely found his owne error, but eaſily apprehended the 
ſhifrandenforced tubtilty ot the other. For remembring 
that he had dis(urniſhed Haunce ot his blacke Mantle, and 
fo prevented him of his infernall ſhape; he conceited, that 
hee had no other meanes to tree himiclte,. then by taking 
one of the ſheets, and ſo by appearing like a ghoſt ro make 
way for himiclte, In the belicte of this conceit, he vowed 
that Ha«nce ſhould well pay both for terrifying him, and 
for his planting in anothers Vineyard. And to this end, he 
ſecking found him, and told him, that he had a very good 
Bull hide to ſell hum. Haunce knowing well where hee lay, 
| was much aſtoniſht thercat,and thanking him, ſaid, He had 
no neede of any. Then(quoth Mal- Fiance) ſhall my Hoſt 
| have ic, to make hun a mght-gowne ; but you ſhall pay for 
the koi nes, though you were ſo liberall as freely to give 

| them. For in biie:e Mr. Tanner, the abuſe that you have 
offered mine Hoſt, and the ſcandall that you have raiſed on 
his houte, is ſo i. iuriouſly great, and ſo ſnamefully i uiuti- 
ous, that unlcilc you will give me tenne pounds, I will un- 
caſe the Deu and bothreveale his adulterous dealing, aud 
tell of your ghoſtly eſcapc. Haunce ſeeing he was diſcove- 
red, bought his concealment with his coyne ; which made 
Mal-Fiince io wanton, that being fo well hlver-fhod for 
travaile. he diichargcd all his debts, and in the innocency of 
his * ot dreaming after any danger, hee made 
more halt, then good ſpecd to Vienaais. And no ſooner 
was bee come, and knowne to be in N, but that the 
Lord Yray He, ſent for him, and demanded where 
his Soycraizne Luid the Daalpbis was; who being unable 
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to anſwer thereunto, was preſently deemed, either to baue 
murthered him, or to haue betrayed him to his enemies: 
For it is a rule by obſeruation true; that they that feare 
not to be thought faulty, will neither bee afraid to commit 
the fault, nor aſhamed to be ſcene after the fact. His leauing 
(howſocuer) ot his Liege Lord, was held worthy ofdeath. 
And therefore was he {ent bound hand and foote to priſon, 
till rigour of juſtice ſhould by ſpeedy ſentence award him 
igne puniſhment. 

But the bruire hereof, begat ſuch tumultuous vproares, 
and brought forth ſuch mi! chieuous tations, both in Court 
and Citty, that hardiy could the tewpeſt be allayed without 
the vtter ſubnerſion of the ate. For how ſhould the low 
ſh: ubs ſtands in rebellion, when the high Cedar was 
thought to be blowne downe by treaton ? In this —— 
ſtion, ſome ſtood for the indubitate heire the Princeſſe Vi- 
enna, hoſe liberty they proudly required, amongſtw hom, 
Sir Jaques; and La-N:us were moſt forward. Some for the 
malicious and proud Dalphinss , whoſe Regencie many af. 
feted , Bur all malecontents, rupugnant humoriſts, diſor- 
dered men, decayed perſons, und ſeruile peſants (that thriue 
beſt in mutation of States, and liue by others falling, as 
Swine doe by the dropping of Acornes) flocked about. M/ on. 
fiewr Maligne, the reputed baſtard of the Daaſybin, who 
ambitionſly would needes (according to the wicked diſpo- 
ſition of illegitimates ) depriue others by ruine and rapine 
of their rights, and appropriate to himſelfe the Crowne. 
The fired ſaſhions began to breake forth into flaming ſe- 
dit ions; aud masked Rebellion wayted but on time and ad- 
uintage, to vie open force againſt each other: The Com- 
mon- Veale did well to ſee her deſtruction ia this triumui- 
rie; Amongſt theie bricrs and brambles, that ſought to 
ouer · top the ſtately Oake ; 2wfull Juſtice had no power- 
fullplace : Law was no force, and authority Joſt all com- 
mand. For where alteration threatens warte, there the 


ſword maketh al! chings ia full. 
But when the Lord Fray E/perance, ho as an eAntbeny 
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in clemencie, a Traian in bounty, and another Angaſtns in 

wiſedome, beloued of moſt, and reſpected of all; ſa this 
tripertite, and diſſentious diuiſion growing to ſuch mon- 

ſtrous heads: and hearing that many of the giddy headed 

multitude were already aſſe mbled together in the Market 

places in a moſt confuſed manner, according to the muti- 
nous natur es of the mutable Commons, fearing the ir apt. 
neſt to innouation, and the ſad effects of ciuill roy les, or 

ſome ſuddaine ouettueʒ leauiig i becauſe wanting) all time 

of turt her conſideration, cue i iu the aſſurance of his ver- 

tue, and ſtiength of Eis zeale to hi Country, he ſuddenly 
went to the Market place, u here all men(notw ithſtandiag 
their diltemperarures) gaue way to his merit, and in loue 
followed after him; ſo powerfull was he in popular atfecti- 

on, which he pcrcciuing, ſtayed; and meaning — to- 
wards them, with tcares in his eyes, and his Hat in his 
hands, more like an humble Suppliant, then aregall Ruler, 
be made a ſigne for audience; which — mildly 

after ſome tew ſighes, ſaid. 

What moues my faſt friends, louing fauorites , and 
more then deare Countrymen, to this threatning mutinie? 
What diſturbes your quict peace, or what ſeeke you by 
the hurtſull Armes? Doe you want a Prince? Why the 
Danlphin, your liege Lord ( for ought that any knowes ) 
liueth; and the Princefſe his apparant heire is not dead. 
Doth any viurpc your rights, or oppreſſe you with 
wrongs? M hy juſtice ſhall giue to euery one his owne, 
and I am heere ready to ſhedm bloud in your behalfes.Or 
dot h the bare ſuppoſe of yc ut Soucraignes death, thus vn- 
timely mone you to create, and it ueſt a new, becau e Mal- 
Faaxce is returned without hisT ord? A proiect truſt mee, 
that will bring forth ſom notable deceiti ull deſigne. If 
needs he muſt be dend, becauſe none can heare tell that he 
is aliue; hv then ſhou d hee not be as well liuing, becauſe 
here no one knowes that i ce is dend? But admit that our 
ſinnes haue (u hich God forbid) depriued vs of him, doth 
it tolo, that the ambitious Daw/phinss,or that degenerate 
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Baſtard A alięne, hould ſucceed him ? W hat though Y. 
ama bee a priſoner to her Fathers will, and my faith muſt 
keepe her {till a thrall to his ſeverity ? yet the Father dy- 
ing,the daughters bonds are broken, I diſcharged, and you 
tyed, to enthronize her for your la full Princeſſe. 

W hy then ſhould there be any ſuch diſparity of minds, 
or diverſity of affections amongſt you, ſince you are all ſud- 
iects boru to one end,andPhremnerians (worne to one right? 
W hat ſhall become of this Principality, When thoſe that 
ſhould unite themſelves to maintaine the Weale-· publique; 
doe thus divide themſelves, to overthrow the publique 
weale > Know you not, that by thus banding your ſelves, 
you docaltogether abandon your felvcs ? 

Will not your inſulting, and enchroaching neighbours 
(the proud Sa voni an-) our inveterate and 111 econciliable 
enemies, take advantage of your weakuing of your owne 
ſtrengths, enter forceably upon your rights, diſpoſſeſſe 
you of your habitations, and make you aliens to your inhe- 
ritances? Yes, yes, be youaſſured, that hatred amongſt 
friends, gives ever ſuccour to Strangers: and that ciyill 
warres within you, will bring forraigne warres upon you. 
Looke on the 'Daw/phinis, of whom I am loath to {peak ill, 
yet in this, I know not how to ſpeake well. Doth not her 
unwaſted corruption and pride fhew,that ſhee loves a Pal- 
lace better then her Paradice?that thinkes by ſhametull re- 
bellion, to make her ſelfe a ſinfull Queene ? 

Know you not, that they that are ſo greedy, ſo vnlaiw- 
fully to get; will be ever as ready to doe wrong? \V hat co- 
lour ofclaime can ſhe have, that is neither royalized by 
propagation, nor extract from Princely or Noble blood? 
Shee had no authority given her in his hi ghneſſe rule; not 
hath ſhe any left her at his departure. It is, I ſee, onely her 
pride, that can ſuffer no equill, and Malignes ambitiou, that 
can brooke no Superiour: two fire · brands, that burnt up 
Romes moſt glorious Monarchy. O let them both then fall 
in their pride, that ſceke ſo uniuſtly to ſlye before they 
have wings; and waſh not your eyes, and hands, like Envy, 

in 
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in one anothers fall. In perſiſting to maintaine evill, 
ligne dothcondemne himſelfe ; otherwiſe hee would not 
ſeeke to obtaine that with blood and ſhame;w hich he can 
neither get, nor keepe, without ſinne and death, In all the 
Scriptures there was but one ſole h iſtard( only ei) t hat 
did come to any good; and yet hee had the mark e of the 
curſe: for his all onely daughter was moſt ſorrow fully ſa - 
crificed tor her great Fathers offence; And this was but to 
ſhew, that there is no perpetuity, nor long proſperity, in 
hatctull aud condemned baſtardy. And will you then make 
the corrupt and curſed ſeed. and excrement of ſinne, your 
unlawfull Prince? that by all divine, nature, and nationall 
lawes, hath no inheritance on earth; and whom the Iewes 
counted as no part of their congregation. 

Ifthe Father be an Adulterer,and the MotheggFornica- 
tor, the Sonne mult in reaſon bee a bad liver, anda wicked 
governour. For he that is borne in double finne, muſt of 
likely hood in nature, bee both ſubiect to many faults, and 
guilty of many offences. And how can polluted hands make 
foule veſſels cleane ? or how can he that is bat the ſonne of 
the people, be the ſonne of the Dauphin? The Mothers ac- 
knowledgement,and proteſtation, is no proofe ; that ever 
fathers them on thoſe that can beſt maintaine them. Shee 
cannot be true to one, that is untrue to her ſelfe : Corrup- 
tion will {till breake out there, where it is once feltered, 
How then can you affect the ſonne of ſhame, or without 
ſhame,yeeld your ſelves ſubje to the Sonne of a ſtrumpetꝰ 
If his deſire be beyond his merit and reach, let him fall be- 
ſides his hopes, and receive juſt guerdon for his deſerts. 
As for the vertuous Princeſſe, whoſe right I reverence and 
whole worth I admire. Let her yet remaine (though with 
better reſpect) where ſhee is. For it is not good over · ſud- 
dainely to open a wound, that hath long beene cloſed up. 
The greateſt right, may doe the moſt wrong, and the omiſ- 
ſion of a good action, is no ſinne; when it cannot be done 
without committing of ſinne. I have ſworne to her Father, 
and would bee found faithfull to my Lord ; I affect not go- 
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vernment : For in this, I am but like the Sunne that carries 
his Lanthorne for others, and not tor hiinlelte. It is better 
to be doubtfull then over-credulous;and the uncertainty of 
his death, is no warrant for my diſcharge, nor your diſobe- 
dience. There is time for all things, and the Aron that is 
not yet riſen, may rile, & ſhine in full glory, though now ſhe 
be eclipſed · What more would you have, or what further 

(O you fond Yieawonians:) doe you endeayour to affect? 

Wil you turne Traytors to your Lord, rip up your owne 

bowels, make your wives widdqwes, and your children fa- 
therlede, and helpleſſe? Will you put fire to your owne 
houſes, poſleſſe your foes with your wives, and wealt hes: 

ſceygur daughters deflowered, and make an utter devaſtati- 

on of your Countrey ? 

Alas, I (ge your wilfulneſſc betrayes your wits, & drawes 
on your overthrawes into your enemies tryumphes ; and 
griefe makes me to ſhed teares of blood for your one pur- 
chaſed deſtructions. Let me at laſt, O let me in love, and 
tender care of your welfares, de hort you from woundin 
of your ſelves, and leave theſe ill preſaging jarres amo 
you;and like birdes of one floclee, flye together; Maintaine 
your ſacred oxthes, for the preſetvation of your Sove- 
raignes right, till better aſſurance acquite you from your 
obliged faithes. To haſten the knowledge whereof, I will 
wing many Meſſeagers with ſpeede, to enquire,and learne 
What is become of our Soveraigne Lord, with that the 
rexres did trickle downe his face, which ſtruck ſucha com- 

allionate regard in all their hearts, t hat being before made 
Feſtive of their errours, and now fully ſat isſied, and reclai- 
med by his tungue of perſwſion 3 they ioy ully threw up 
their Hattes, and ſome litting him up, cried, God fave the 
Danipbin, and the Lord Va Eee, under whole go+ 
vernment we will onely live. Thus did his pleaſing words, 
powerfull authority, milde behaviour, refined and probable 
reaſons, and ſubrilized diſtinction, allay the force of the 
approaching ſtorme, and gave ſuch contentment to all, that 
every one degarting in love, brought home peace to their 
neighbours» Thug 
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Thus did this noble Governour (like a good and a skil. 
full Muſicioner) put all this iarring diſcord, in a and 
true time; v nich ſocroſt the hate full hopes of malicious 
Maligne, that failing of native ſtrength, and rebellious for. 
ces, to digniſie his indignities; hee ſuddainly fled untothe 
Savoy Duke, to require forraigne ayde, to royallize his 
proud baſeneſſe. Such was his aſpiring wrath, that it had 
no meane, and ſuch kis Treaſon, that it had no end. Feare 
made him now doubt the rigour of law, that before would 
have beene ſubiect to no law: and therefore did hee in ſuch 
unſtable waters, and threatning windes, ſceke for more 

erfull eares; which the ſubtile Duke well perceiving, 
thought to feede on him, as Pharaoh leane Kine did on

But before he went, he adviſed thereof with his politick 
and ſworne conſiderate friend, Monſicur Meſt haut, whole 
falſe ſemblable mindes, ever made (ach a full connexion of 
wills betwixt them,as what the one pernitiouſlycontrived, 
the other molt tray terouſly put in practiſe.

Offer him but intereſt in 
the Oaulybin, & you ſhall find that his avarice & pride will 
in that hope, greedily worke on our broken and diſturbed 
Kate. So then happily with ſpeede, and moſt powerfully 
and ſucceſſively; may you returne; and as prevailent may 


your ſucceſſe bee, as your going is moſt pertinent. And 


therewithall, he tooke a ſheete of cleane paper, and laying 
beth fides ſtraight together, he cut divers rowes throu 
them both; and after cutting them a ſunder, he kept the 
one halfe himſelie,and gave the ocher, ſay ing: 
By this, and through this, ſhall you(without either dan-

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though 1 writ my Letters directly, and moſt diſtaſtfully 

inſt your Apoſtacie, and combination with the publipue 
foe; and aduiſe you to betray that noble Duke, (which for 
my ſafety I mult (hill doe, leſt in the portage,or otherwiſe, 
my Letters ſhould miſcarry)yet ſhall you eaſily at all times 
unmas ke my intended intelligence, and finde out both my 
fallacie, and true inſtructions: if you but take this your cut 
patterne, and lay it one my Letter, where you ſhall plainly, 
and formally, reade through the ſame, no more, then what 
Ipurpoſely in truth doe write vnto you, & would willing- 
ly enfcofte you with. In like manner ( as I will teach 
you) may you ſafely by the ſame itluſton,certifie me, of all 
your proiects and deſignes. 

Matrgne thanked him, prayed his remembrance thereof, 
and ſo bad him farewell. For feare ſent him poſt away, and 
hope gaue him ſuch ſpeede, as in ſhort time he came to the 
Dukes Court, here after hee had moſt reſpectiuely ſaluted 
him, he related, how that the Das/phbin his father was dead 
and that the Lord Yrey Eſperance affecting gouerment, moſt 
ambitiouſly ſought to retaine his vſurped rule. That the 
Princeſſe Vienna was in priſon vnregarded of all; and that 
he had himſelfe, many ſtrong and aſſured fauorites, that 
would ſtand fer his fortune. In furtherance whereof; hee 
was come to pray his aſſiſtance, and for guerdon thereof, he 
would interreſt him in that halfe of Daulybine, that lay next 
vnto him.

Country: Aud this gap did he open, that the Sauonian for- 
ces mighr like an inundation ſubmerge , and ouerwhelme 
both himſelfe , and the whole body of the State, For the 
Duke who euer wayted on opportunity, and ſtill watched 
how the Market went, finding now the Myne diſcouered; 
he thought good to make profit thereof, and to take the 
benefit ot the Tide, while the floud ſerued . And therefore 


he embraced the perſon, for the occaſion ; and Fg 
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um helpe (bat with Jade ſubtilty to make himfſelferich 
hee leavyed Forty thouſand men well appointed , wi 
whom, with all affected expedition, hee inſtantly in 
perſon, went to fiſh in Uvenness troubled water, with- 
out making any Conſcience of thruſting his Sickle into 
anothers Harveſt. The opinion of poſſibility ſo redou- 
bled his unbounded defires, that hee thought that time 
too long, that hee ſpent in going: But it had beene bet- 
ter for him, with the Tertoiſe, to have kept his head with- 
in his one (hell, then by ſeeking ſo abroad, to raiſe his 
| fortunes out of anothers ruines. | 
| For that carefull Shepheard(the ever watchfull Gover. 
nour) being now ſummoned by waſtfull Warre, to defend 
both his Flocke, and his Folde, ſtood not now like a doubt- 
full Chyrurgion, to conſult of the ripeneſſe of the ſore ; but 
like aa expert Captaine (that at the firſt, would prevent 
fury by force) hee ſuddainly raiſed 3000. men, whomin 
pride of his aged age, he himſelfe led into Dewlpbinegto en- 
counter with the injurious and intruding Dulce. 


| . Now e Heſcan hearing that the Duke and Aſaligve, 
| wereeatred into Den/pbine , and ſeeing the preſent pre- 
paration, and haſty march,that the governour now made 
— them; He inftantly writ unto Aſaligne thereohand 
thus deceitfully diſguiſed his ſubtill intelligenc es.

By this time had the Daulpbin,and Sir Sirap Pirer tedi- 

dus travaile) recovered Atarceles in Province , through 
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which they paſt unknowne into Dau/pbin ; where the 
Daulybis finding his Countrey, in his declining dayes, co. 
vered over with Campes, Carriages, barbed Horſes, and ar- 
med Souldiers ; he amazcely asked, and askinglearned,the 
unexpected cauſe thereof; which made him bewaile his ſi- 
niſter fortunes, and envie no little againſt that impious ab- 
ject, his accurſed ſuppoſed ſonne. Griefe now made him 
weepe at his Countries calamity, and feare made him doubt 
his one deprivation.

28 a Snake) in the boſome of my love, and now hee would 
ing mee to death, in the poyſon of his hate. O how guſt 
are the judgements of Cod, that payes our amiſſe, in the 
amiſſe of our offences, and makes our wicked pleaſures our 
Jeſt puniſhments. 
In this bemoaning fury, did hee call for yengeance to be 
ponent downe on Maligne Which Sirap ſeeing, could not 
ut grieue at his ſad lamentations, thoug h otherwite he re- 
Joyced, that occafion preſented unto him both a meanes to 
ſhew there his prowelle; and a way to make his Countrey 
indebted to his valour. For as a ſtranger ke knew he ſhould 
- winne honour, and after gaine (being made knowne)more 
reſpect. The wrath of Warre hee did not feare, nor made 
hee any doubt of his Countries ſafety. And therefore hee 
chearefully commanded Boafoy to comfort the diſtreſſed 
Dawlphin,and to aſſure him, that the God of the Yiemnoni- 
ans had brought hi m thi ther, in iuſtice, both to puniſh the 
ereacheric of his degenerate ſonne; and alſo to correct the 
F X 3 inſulting 
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inſulting pride of the intruding Duke; in both whoſe am · 
bitious blouds, hee vowed to bath his revengefull Sword, 
and by force ot the Viemonias forces, to overthrow all the 
Savoment.Qaly intreate him to take up the heate of his in- 
dignation in the embers,and to keepe himlelte unknow ne 
that thereby he might both receive a truetryall of his Sub- 
jects forces, and fidelities ; and the eaſier eſcape, and ſup- 
port himſelte, after, with forraigne ſupplyes, if the Ven- 
nomians ſhould unhappily be vanquiſht. As for himſelſe, 
he would (when they were hotteſt in battaile) ſuddainly 
thruſt himlelfe amongſt them, where he would writeſuch 
Tragedies in his enemies bloud, that weeping repentance 
ſhould teach them, what it it, to invade anothers right, and 
to diſplant the true Vine. His Highneſſe and Bowfoy, I 
would have them, like two peaceable Pilgrims, to ſtand 
ſafely aloofe, and to vie the hazard of the game, till the 
laſt chance be caſt, and then ſecretly to convey themſelves 
to ſome cave in the neere adioyning Wood, whether in the 
darke of night I will undiſcryed repaire, and turrher con- 
ſult v hat after is to bee done. To this the animated Dan 
ybis ſubſcribed. For in his vertuous valour, and practi ve 
knowledge, did he build his new raiſcd hope; and on his 
unreſiſtable force, & moſt fortunare atchievements, did his 
comfort depend. 

Now Sirep having ever about him his never failing Se- 
mitar, wherewith he vanquiſht Tarbalent the fierce, and 
being furniſhed with the Shield, & Armour, that he force- 
ably tooke from the Captaine ot the Pirats in the · ¶ Frickę 
Seas;he made all things in readines, and inſtantly ſent Bos- 
ſey to the next Towne with his Shield, to cauſe a Painter to 
draw on it a diſturbed waved Sea, and in the middeſt there - 
of acrowned Denlpbin, driving other Fiſhes before him, 
20d ſtriking many under the waves with his tayle, with 
this Impreſſe under. Crowne ts (onquer. 

Thus did the Dex{pbinsunknowne Knig ht, in honourdf 
the Daz!phin, make himſelfe the Knight of the Dezlphiv. 
But by this time the two Armies marching both on,affron- 
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ted eachother in ſight, which made the Sexoy Duke, to 
make a ſtand, and to ſet his men in good array of Battaile, 
which he deuided in two parts. The firſt were his troupes 
of Horſe, which he aſſig1ed to be conducted by the Baſtard 
CMealiyne. The other, conſiſting of Foote, he led himſelfe. 
In this equipage he ſoberly matcht, till he came to a ſpaci- 
ous Playne, neere to Andre, where hee preparedly ſtayed 
the comming on of the Yienzoniens, who being well Mar. 
ſhalled in one meane Battaile, Creſſat.wiſe, with two 
wings of Horſe on either fide, came on apace, by the Com- 
mand of their good Generall, the L. Fray Eſperance; vnto 
whom, honour gaue ſpurres; his place, fait hfulneſſe; and 
the loue of his Conntry courage. 

eMaligne heartned on the Duke with the falſe aſſurance 
of the Nieunoi an revolt, and the hope to incorporate that 
Principality to his owne, haled him on the more to that 
bloudy bargaine. For the charge being giuen, Deſire, and 
Reuenge, encountred each other with ſuch fury, that the 
Battaile was long in ſuſpence. Victory enclining to neither 


ſide, till at laſt, the Troupe of the Sauenian Horſes diſranked * 


both the Wings of the Fiennoiens, and brake in vpon the- 
ſquadron of the Foote, with ſuch violence, t hat they began 
to ſtagger, and giue backe. When the all valarous, and in- 
uincible Siraꝝ, the Knight of the Dasiybin, came fortunatly 
in, who finding where danger dwelled molt, there hee op- 
poſed himſelfe,and like to a ſuddaine Tempeſt, bare downe 
all before him. His deſire to approue himſelfe in his Coun. 
tries defence, and his implaceable wrath agaiaſt thoſe, t hat 
ſought to defeat Vena of her right, and to defraud him of 
the comfort of his hope,made his blowes fall like thunder , 
and his (word to cut like the Executioners Axc-: None 
could ſtand before him, nor durſt there wm come neere 
him which ſo encouraged the diſheartned remainder of 
the YVieanenian Caualiric, that they rank'd themſclues a- 
gaine, and came vp to ſecond him. This freſh, and new 
aſſault, di ſordered, and diſmayed the va Troupes, who 
now fought fearefully, and confuſedly; which Afaigne per- 
| ceiuing, 


* 
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ceiving, oſely, and fatally brought up all his Forces, 
and — bit round, thinking ſo to end the Battaile, by 
making an end of him, that both had ended ſo many of the x 
lives, & only maintained the Battell. In this danger, did the 
undaunted Knight of the Dau pbin fight ſo long, that his 
Horſe was ſlaine under him, which he with great agility 
well and 1 avoyded, and being on foote, perceived 
his other ſelfe, his cutite deere friend Le-nove (whom hee 
knew by his coate Armour) to lye in the duſt. This ſight 
was ſuch an Alarum to waken Revenge, that he grew now 
more furiouſly wrathfull, and more irefully impatient then 
beforc ; and being deſirous to recover his body, hee deſpe- 
rately ſtrid over him, and like valiant Hefor amidſt the be- 
girting Myrmidens,he ſtood to withſtand all aſſaylers. La- 
nove being thus freed from the ſmothering feet of hisEne- 

mies, having had time of breathing, came to bimſelfe(for 
he was not mortally wounded) and began to ſtirre, which 

being found, and perceived by the Knight of the Dawlphin, 
(maugre all the force of his ſwarming and — foes) he 

tooke him up, and bare him to the Lord Yray Eſperance, 

unto —— — oft, in manifeſtation of his love, he 

delivered him, with many ſpeaking ſignes, that hee ſhould 

be ſent ſafely away. The Generall who had ſeene with the 

eyes of admiration, the incomprehenſible force, and unya- 

luable valour of this ankrowne Knight, reſpectively recei- 

ved him, and accordingly ſent him to the next Towne, and 

then having already brought up his ſtrength of Foote, of 

ſe to ſuccout the Dh Knight, be followed him 

in his blondy paſſage, with intent to horſe him againe, leſt 

he ſhould miſcary in that perill : In this deſire, he came on 

ſo furiouſly faſt, that the S av Duke ſeeing the rage of this 

tempeſtuous floud, to over -· beare Malignes Forces, advan- 

ced his maine Battaile. and like a terrible ſtorme, fell upon 

the Viennoni ant. But this lightning laſted not long, for the 

Knight of the Daulphis perceiving that now the dice was 

caſt,and that they both were to abide their laſt chance,ſum- 
moned all his ſtrength together, and in the vigour of his 
| diſpleaſed 
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diſplealed courage, meeting with Maligne, he ſmote him 
ſo on his Burganet, that he fell'd him, ſore wounded to the 


earth, where being no reſpight for reſcue, he was ſmothe- 
red, and troden to death. |

T hus dyed the ſpamre of (inne, in ſinfull ſhame, 
Ill was he: got, lewd bus life, bad his name. 


, Now notwithſtanding, the withſtanding S +vonians, the 
Knight of the 'Daziphin tooke Malignes Horle, and in de- 
ſpight of all interruption, hee lightly mounted on him, and 
with his confounding ſword, he made ſuch a ſlaug hter, that 
he found little reſiſtance. This remarkable act, gave not on- 
ly freſh hope, but new life to Eper ance, ho wondred not 
lo much, at who hee was, as at what he did; and yet hee 
thought he muſt be more then a man, that did more then 
man could doe · But the doubt full Daulybin ſtanding all this 
while aloofe, joyfully beholding the heroicall deeds, of his 
ſecond Saviour, ſaid unto Bewfoygthat Sireps valour was be- - 
yond all apprehenſion, his c e above donceit, his puiſ- 
ſance mote then humane, and his deedes furmounting all 
opinion. 

By him, ſaid he, I have my ſecond being; andby him 1 
ſee, I ſhall ſtill be a Prince ; O would, and as he would have 
proceeded furt her, hee made a (tay to behold the diſtempe- 
red Duke, who ſeeing his men diſcomforted and ſlaines 
moſt bythis alone Knight, came in with a troupe of reſerue; 
whom hee had commanded, to unite all their forces toge- 
ther, and bend themſelves wholly for the taking, or kil- 
ling of this nnknown Hercaler,the moſt redoubred Knight 
of the Dnlphin; but coſtly experience made them loath to 
come ſo neare him, as to hurt him, leaſt breaking the rule 
| of pitty, they ſhould be guilty of their owne deathes. Yet 
in ſome preſumption, both of their number, and Armour ; 
they faintly aſſau ted him to theyr —— detrements. 
In this freſh conflit, the Knight of the Da»[phins Beaver 
was brok en; ai. d fell e much more advant 12 


then 
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then endammaged, or endangered him. For the Bnemies 
ſeeing his blacke he w, and his wrathfull eyes (being then 
kindled a new with anger) ſhining like fire, were ſuddainly 
appald wich ſuch dread, and fearfull amazement, that (huld- 

ng him rat her an infernall ſpirit, then a mortall man) they 
began to recoyle, and to flye from him like a great Covie 
ot trighted Partridges » from the firſt purſute of a fierce 
Faulcon ; whereupon he flouriſhed his Conquering ſword, 
and cricd out in Greeke, Viclery, Vector), and then followed 
them with ſuch raging fury, that hee hewed out his way in 
bloud, till he encountred that proud innading Duke, whom 
hee knew by his rich Armour, and thinking now to make 
an end of both him and the Battaile at once, he lifted up his 
controuling and quelling arme, and ſo enragedly ſmote him 
on the ſide ot his helmet, that neither the ſteele, nor the 
temper, could ſecure him from that fatall and inevitable 
blowe; but as all men fall that ſeckes to build up their for- 
tunes upon others ruines; ſo fell hee now (in the height of 
his _ breatkleſſe to the grounds Then began the Save- 
niens to flye onalt hands, and lig ht unharneffed legges were 
better then well approved armes. Moſt of them were lain, 
few eſcaped, the reſt were taken priſoners. 

Night drawing on, the Generall,the Lord Vray Eſperance 
commanded to ſound the Retrait. But the Knight of the 
Daxlphin purpoſely purſued the Chaſe , that inthe darke- 
neſſe of night hee might the better convay himſelfe away, 
and undiſcovered goe (as he — the Wood, here the 

lad Daxiphin joytully attended him: And no ſooner did 

ſee him, but that with teares of ioy, that in triumph, 
trickled downe his cheekes, he haſted to embrace him, and 
impalling him within the circuit of his armes, he held him 
Faſt, his tongue failing to bee meſſenger of his thankefull 
heart. For in this paſſion, 


Love clipt him faſt, true Comfort held Him long; 
ley could not ſpeake, for Wonder had no tongue, 


——_— — 


—— 
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But after his full heart had a little enioyed it ſelfe, and 
ſome what digeſted his ſurfer of ioy. Then, then, his tongue 
was enabled to applaud his victory; and he both crow ned 
his proweſſe with loud reſounding praiſes, and gave him 
more then many thankes for his moſt gloi ious and happy 
labours ; And now with more regard, did he not onely in- 
duftriate himſelfe, to doe him all the kinde oitices of loue, 
but alſo kumbly offered to unarme him , which in no wiſe 
Sirap would permit, but wearied with that dayes travaile, 
he betook himſelte to his reſt here his reſtleſle thoughts 
began a new Ware betwixt his deſire, and determination: 
faine would he have ſeene her. hom hee loved more then 
his lite, and yet to deliberate well on things profitable, hee 
held to bee a moſt provident delay, At laſt hee reſolved to 
keepe himſelte, and them unknowne tor ſome few dayes, 
that the Country might be ſetled in peace, and he ſee what 
courſe would be held both for Vie, and for the govern- 
ment. In the interim hee might the better — with 
himtelfe, for his owne affaires. O noble, noble Pari, more 
noble then thoſe, that are enobled with flattering and fa- 
ding titles. How loving art thou true ? How truely wiſe, 
and vertuous ; that not only c anſt without pride conquer 
thy foes; butalſo witheur folly (beyond nature) command 
to owne and deereſt affe tions. if that wanton I roj«n had 
had the like ſympathie of minde,and the ſame ſtable fince- 
rity of heart, as he had the likenefle,and unity of thy name; 
Tre had becne unconquered,and hee had lived longer and 
in greater glory. But let us returne to the Lord Ve E /pe- 
rance, W he a ter the overthrow and ejectment of the Save- 
nan » had poſting nc wes brought him, that the malicious 
and impctious De, upon notice of the victory, tell 
ſuddainely d a4 She could hve no longer, that had no hope 
to ul any longer: He p ide and deſire of Soveraignety, 
could neithe: brooke ſuoj . tionnor endure controlment ; 
Beſides the gui. t of het owne evill, proclaimed her death; 
and the feare of loohng her lite; was the loſſe of her life. 
Such is the natule oi g catneſie, that but crvit in their am- 
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bitious courſes, they ſhi inke under the waight of their 
owne burthenous pride. But her reinove, moved not ſo 
much the good Governour , as the mille of their glorious 
preſerver, that invincible and all admirable Knight of the 
D aulphmthat to their amazement, had lo oft relieved their 
weakned forces,reſcued their tainting endangeredfriends, 
repals'd their oppreſling Bremies,ſlane molt of their beſt 
Conftanders,dauntcd the whole At mie & at two blowes, 
overthrowne and killed the malignant Maligne, and t he 
proud ambitious Dulce, that potent Generall: Then hee 
cauſed inquiſition to be made throug hour all his territories 
after him, and rich tewards promiſed to him t hat could, or 
ſhould give knou ledge of him: but no one could ſhew 
what he was, nor where he was : onely ſome declared, that 
his Beaver being broken in Battaile, they ſawe his face as 
blac ke as dar leneſſe, and bis eyes as bright as fire ; Which 
made the Governor doubt full, whether he were a man, that 
did more then many men;or no man that could not be ſub- 
ducd by an hoaſt ot men;or that the all-mercifull God in fa- 
vor of their diſtreſſed right, had ſent ſome ot his correcting 
Miniſters, to chaſten, and powre vengeance on the hatefull 
heads of cheir uniuſt toes. But the Warte being thus ended, 
Peace called a counſell tor the further eſtabliſh ing of tran- 
quillity ; And the conſideration of theſe bloudy iarres, con- 
demned poore Mal- Fiavcetodye;not onely for leaving his 
Lord, and being unable to give account ot his Soveraignes 
lite; but allo for being the ficſt cauſe of perturbation in the 
State, and after of forraigne invaſion. The loſſe of fo miny 
of their lives, made them all thirſt atter his death To ha- 
ſten which, they brought him the next day to the place of 
execution, where happily the Dawiphin,an Strap, with his 
man Bowfoy, came by all in Pilgrims gownes, as they were 
(hy agroctent) gore to the Citie; who ſeeing and under- 
and 


ing the cauſe of that Aſſembly, withdrew themſelves, 
ſhore conſulration, they ſent Bowſoyto the Gover- 
nour(wbo needes would bee there to heare his lateſt Con- 
tedion)that he might learne ſomewhat concerning = — 
Ove 
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loved Lord.) O him did Bou/oy, knowing now the cauſe) 

a the name or his Maſter, the Knight of the Dawiphin, 16 
quire that Mai Liane ſhould be delivered unto him; which 
grantcd, hee wou'd undertake to bring them to the Daui- 
pon, In aſſurance whereof, he (untolding his Gowne) ten- 
dered the honour of his Maſters ſhield, as a pledge tor bis 
performance ; which when the Lord #ray exce ſaw, 
hee knew it by the deviſe thereon, to bee the lame, that the 
Knight of the Dav/phrecarricd in Battaile, and theretore he 
joytully tooke it, and killing it reverently, ſayd; That that 
remarkable badge of his all-vertucus, and moſt glorious 
worth,(befides the glad tydings he delivered of their gra- 
cious Lord) was more then ſuffcient, to redeeme a world 
of lives; And therefore preſenting al. Fiance unto him, 
hee prayed that they might both ſee the Dea/phin, and the 
Daulyhis Knight, whom next to the Dauiphin; both hee, 
and all the U:emnonians,did and would ever honour,as their 
ſole and onely preſerving Patron; And then taking his 
Chayne from about his nectce, hee gave it him, ſaying: Let 
this bee a witneſſe of my gratetulneſſe, and truly tell thee, 
with that true joy I entertaine thy welcome tydings. Bou- 
foy humbly thanked his honour, and requeſted him, that he 
would bee picaſed to ſee how hee beſtowed l- Farce, 
whom he brought unto the other two pilgr ims, that were 
walleing a little aſide from them. But when the De#/phin 
had diſcovered himſelfe unto him, MH Fance fell dow nc 
at his feet tor mercy, and riſing, threw-up his Hat into the 
ayre,aud cryed aloud, the Dewlphin, the Daf hin, God fave 
my Lord the Da vT HIN. 

This unexpected, and moſt fortunate accident, made all 
the company at the hearing therot,to ſhow: for ioy : And 
the good Vray Efrrance haſtily lighting from his Horſe, 
fell upon his knee, and kiſſing his hand, ſayd; Long may my 
Liege Lord the Deaiybis live. Whereat the Das bin ray- 
ſing him, embraced him, and told him, that as his loyaltie 
was crowne( with renowne,ſo would he adde honour, and 
reward to his vertuęs. W ſayd hee, my * 
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to welcome this noble and heroicall Moore, the thrice wor- 
thy Knight of the Deaiybun, that both hath preſer ved mee 
from death and thraldome, and delivered you, & my Coun- 
try from our oppreſſing foes. O with what toy, and aſto- 
niſhment, did then this loyall ceioycing Lerd haſten to 
knede unto him: For though he held him leſſe thena God, 
yet he thought he could not be, but more then a man: But 
Sirap —— him, greeted him withall the demonſtrations 
of loves and tevesent reſpect. This done, they mounted 
both the Dav/pbin,and this magnificent Moore,who needs 
would both ride bare-fac'd in theyr Pilgrime Gownes 
through the Citie; Afb Fience waited on the Dawiphins 
ſtirope and Foufoy manly carried his Maſters Shield before 
him, and after went the Lord Vray Eſperance, with all the 
reſt of their retinue. 

Now their approach was no ſooner knownein Niema, 
but that they knew their welcomes by their rejoycing bels 
ſtately boone · ſires, and triumphing hearts, 

Hardly could they paſſe for preiſe of people, till they 
came running to ſee them, "_ the Knight of the 
Daulpbin, whom they admired for his fame, honoured. tar 
his great atchievements, and lov'd for their protection · 
Swapleemed much to admire the French,whom theFrench 
themſelvs did more then admire. But in viewing the whole 
Troupe, hisoblerving eye. light by chance on his faſt friend 
La-nove, at which fight, hee ſighed, yer rhoaght himſelſe 
happy in the ſight. Thus rode they on trumphant in them- 
ſelves, and honoured of all. At length they came to the Pa- 
lace gate, where — Ives, the Dale bin 
now happy in being the Delphi 
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could not bur ſhed fwel- 
— qa tender remembrance vt his too eli beloved 
Wite. 

But as the Generall of an Armic, buries all the remem- 
brance of his loſt friend, in the pride and triump o his 
Cangq ieſt: fo did tqe Oaxiphins treedome from many pe- 
rils, and the attainement to his neere loſt p incipality, en 
Uaguith all (orrew aud emo of the dead Daalphy' 6. 
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So that wiping his eyes, he turned himſelfe towards Sirap 

and embracing him, ſaid; Moſt worthy Knight, and my 
deareſt friend. welcome to my Court to my ſelft, and ail 
that is mine: This Pallace, my Countrey, and I, are all at 
your diſpoſe; For ſo in my particular obligation, and by 
your metritorious and plcad ing deſerts, am I bound unto 
you: And longer may not l entoy what I now poſſeſſe, ther 
you ſhall finde my promiſes full laden with rich perfor- 
mance. Aud be fuctheradured, that as Ionely livet h 
your love, and raignealtcogether by your valour, ſo will l 

ever owe you fealty for my lite, and ſtill doe you homage 

for my Crowne. Sirep underflanding thus much by Se- 

foy, returned him humble thankes for his ſo gratefull and 

high eſteeme, both of himſelte, and his poore endeavours; 

with proteltation that he neither wiſh d, nor expected ſo 

great, and undeſeruing guerdons ; bur {till held himſelfe 

moſt indebted vnto his one deſires, to doe him all further 

poſſible ſervice. : 

This interchange of kindneſſes, gave contentment to 
them both, and was molt pleaſing to the Dav/phin, who 
yet fed ſo on his freſh feeling happineſſe, that he gave in 
charge that all his Subiects ſhould honour Srrep, 2s him- 
ſelfe,and hold his will, as the will of their Lord; For ſo 
(he (aid) is your Lords will, that next to the Lord of hoaſts, 
holds his life, and living of him. Then told he them, how 
and with vy hat hazard of his life, hee had redeemed him, 
from moſt baſe bondage, ind cruoll death; How he had left 
many heathen honours,to honour him, then greatly diſho. 
noured ; and how he had protected him at Sea from danger 
of Pirats : and laſtly, eſtabliſhed him in his regalty, in de- 
ſpight of his foes. And therefore many, and ſundry were 
the Triumphs that now were ordained for bim; but more 
then many, were the ſeverall thoughts that afflicted his 
doubt full minde: Vienna he thought had cauſe to condemne 
him ſince affection ever thinkes all times ot ſtay to long, 
that hangs on deſert: La· nua he knew would: cbake fra 

for violating the ſacred la es of friegdibp ia his conceale- 
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ment: And his reverend Father might well queſtion his 
breach of love and duty, t hat ſo retuſed to ſhew himſclfe a 
ſonne · One while was he ready to emhrace La. nova; ano- 
ther time to runne to Vienna; and by and by hee was ready 
preſt to tall on his knees to Sir faquer. Now did hee pitty 


diſtreſſed Viana (who in all theſcalrerations, was neither 


moved norremoved ) Then did he feare her liberty, ſinco 
her Father ad no feeling of her calamity. Thus dubiouſly 
in minde hee ſadly ſate, unregarding regarding) 
the continuing and maintained Juſtes ; untill the Dawipbia = 
iudging of bis ſtormy thoughts, by his clowded counte. 
nance thugzawaked him by his Interpreter. 
What think'ſt, ſaid hee, my beſt worthy friend of our 
French Knights ? and how ſtands our Court ſports with 
yourliking? Sap, whoſe Martiall minde,was now molli- 


fed with milder, and calmer thoughts by his man, thus an- 


{wered; As Knights of good regard, f regard yaur Knight 
and as noble be —— commend your heroicall pa · 
ſiimes. All doth well, and well doth it ſtand with y 
Hig hneſſe, that hath Knights, that can doe ſo well. Bar t 
Jultes being ended, the Deaſphia that had read his diſcon- 
tentment in the deepe characters of his face (or the coun- 
tenance oft ſhewes the atfeRts and paſſions of the heart) 
toołe him by the hand, and privarly led him into a faire ta- 
piſtred gal ery, hanged with moſt artificiall pictures of 
greateſt Monarches, where he thus againe affayed to finde 
the cauſe of his diſturbance . Jet nor ( ſaid hee) any doubt 
diſmay my lives preſet Ver., nor let any remembrance of your 
laſt, aud loft henours; wor ke in you any repenting humor; 
ſince Vrennaes Daul han is bot h willing, and ready, both to 
accompliſh your demand, and ro honour you with all dig- 
nities. W hat plcaſerh Sivep,pleaſeth the Du, and no- 
thing ſhall content the Dosi his, but what ſhall well like 
Swap. I ben asce my Lord, and bee Lord of your asking. 
Sirep thus kindly ent tested, and encotmaged, lowly' hum- 
bled himſel fe, and by Ben, tus veply ed. 

Kno moſt renowned, and thrice worthy ane 
0 
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doubttulf ſuſpition harbours not in noble bearts;Nor think 


I once of honours change. Y our covenanted promiſe exil 
that doubt, and the effect of my requeſt, is - honour - 
beſt will pleaſe my minde. Then let me ſhew and ſhewing 
crave, both what troubleth your ſervant, and what he now 
(in all humility)demands for his conditioned gift. Not at- 
fecting honours , the worlds fading glory; nor coveting 
riches , mans pleafing evill; but ſceking contentment in 
loves felicity. 1 aske, claime, and require, your daughter 
my Lord,for my wife,and a wife for my reward.

I have noajhnity , A troubled ſoule onely in teares, her 
comfort ſeekes. It is a heavy comfort, ſaid Siray, that in 
mourning ſtands, yet, ſaid ſhe,doth the cuſtome of ſorrow 
leſſen the griefe, and it is ſome comfort to bee voyde of all 
comfort, Diſpaire, ſaid Strap, is mother to death, and death 
f no fit compannion for beauty. My beauty ſaid ſhee(poore 
. 2s it is) hath already beene my bane, and made me moſt un- 
| fortunate in my moſt fortunatneſſe. 

Why Madame, quoth he, hath your Grace beene decei- 
ued ? So ſaid ſhe, ſay they that tolde me ſo. Bur truth hee 
replyed, ſtands not on the tongues o* men ; True (hee ſaid, 
and that is the cauſe why we arc deceived by men: you mi. 
ſtake me much, (aid Sirep ; Nay, ſaid ſhee, not miſtaken, 
but overtaken you in the truth, and fo ſhee bad him fare- | 
well, leaving him tormented in minde, in that hee geſt by 
her laſt — yr ſome one to advantage himſelfe, or in 
malice to him, had wronged him in words; Vet could hee 
notbut ſmile, to thiake how his conceit was her deceit. 
But leaving her, hom hee meant not ſo to leave, but to re- 
aſſay her againe, he r eturned to the Dau pbis, and told him 
' of his hapleſſe ſucceſſe. Who ſmothering his inward ioy, 
. made ſuch ſhewe of diſcontentment, that the angry ocean

Vienna hearing this iarring Citty, wondered what hee 
ſhould bee, or what he ſhould meane by this his wrathfull 
ſong. At laſt ſhe ſuppoſed it was La- ao ua, that in Pari he- 
halte thus excuſed his long ſilence, and abſeuee, ſo eondem - 
ned by her; but neither diſcrying him, nor receiving any 
anſwer from him, wee then im that hee way ſome 
other, that caried away with griefe & wrong had amongſt 
other dolefull places, there eaſed himſclte of his 
burthen, by breathing out his ſecret and ing ſor- 
rowes. For it is ſome comfbcrr to the grieved;to ſinde ei · 
ther a companion in griete, or a ſad ing wretched 

lace, to lament and manifeſt his griefe. But greatly diſal- 
owing his uncharitable minde, ſhe all Gghing ſaid : 


Ceaſe grievedſoule, my ſoule grieve: at like wrongs,

Sirap perceiving that his Song rather renewed, then te- 
liaquiſhed her of her cauſeleſſe griefe, & perſwading him- 
ſells, that her ſtep-mocher in envie of her glory,and 
in diſdaine of im, had at the firſt ſo hardened the heart of 
her Father, that hee now altog ether forgot (in W 
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his rigour)that he was a Father;He thought 1 
ble out a more pleaſing note, and to vat —— 
more comfo Muſick, And therfore turning his voyce, 
he chearefully recorded this liking Ditty.

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Vienna pleaſed withthe tune, amazed at tlie voyce, but L 
more then ravithed with the words, haſtily put her head 
out ot the windowe, and ſaid ; What [ot ver tho art, take 
thankes of a difireſſed Lady, and Heaven comſort t hee, att h 
baſt, f know not bow, recomforted me. And ſo turning ber 
ſelfe to fzabelaiſhe ad kd whether ſhe had ever heard that 
voyce before, who-replying,ſayd; That if her memory fai- 
led her not, it was the ſame, or muchilike; if not the ſame 
that they heard in firſt in Court, under her Chamber win. 
dowe- Ah Ie ſayd Views, thou harpeſt too well, to 
beſo well. Yet if my minde divine aright (God graunt it 
may — ſhall heare ſome tygingsof my Faris, ſo per- 
ſwades my heart, ſo graunt our God. But ſay Ice, ſay, 
w hat ſhall poore N enna (ay to this moralized Aoore, whoſe 
civill condition, maieſticall preſence, and ſugred tongue, 
differs ſo much from bis rude, and barbarous Nation.

corrupt them, ſhee preparedly expected his comming the 
next day. When Sirap clad in h, richeſt array, ſtrangel 
| faſhioned, came accompanyed with many, that of purpoſe 
(being made acquainzed with his intention)eameto recre- 
ate themſelves with his fo ſappoſed unuſuall courting. 
For hee being as they thooghegmax to be maderſioodby has 
a ongue,

gined, that he either would woe her with gifts, or with 
his countenance, or with — of geltures. But hee no 
ſooner came to the Caſtle (bur fruſtrating their expectati- 
oo) he requeſted them by Bowfoy to (tay, and Rand a while 
aſide. W ken winged with the hope ot Loves aſſurance, he 
inſtantly, boldly, and all onely, entered, ſaluted, and in French 
thus cour aſſaulted his faire and friendly foe. How 
fares, laid hee, the imperious Miftreſſe of my inthralled 
heart ? As.a priſoner, not like a Princefle, ſhe ſaid, fares the 
Miſtreſſe of a thralled , and wofull heart. But how came 
you Sir Knight ſo Frenchificd, that exſt was ſo ſtrange ed? 
Love, ſweet love, he faid,hath made my tongue your Coun- 
try man, and my heart your ſervant- Then hath love (hee 
replyed)wrought a wonder in you & an admiration in me. 
ſaid Sir ap, is the divine power of Lovey Deity, ſuch 
the vertuous of your heavenly beauty, and ſuch the 
idue of out decreeddeſtiny. Therefore,yceld Ven- 
ns, Views yeeld, to that, which the Gods have decreed, 
Love commands,thy beauty requires, our Fortune allots, 
thy Father wills, and I thy friend requeſt. Yienns thus 
charged, could not tell how to diſcharge her ſelfe of him, 
but by having a recourſe to her wonted and — 
And therefore uncloat hing her Ivory breſts, ſhe all ſig hing 
ſaid, Alas Sir Knight, thy commendable demeanourand 
Princely worth, well merits favourʒand thy inticing tongue 
is ſuſticient to entrap a well adviſed minde, and a tar more 
ſtayeder conceit. But know moſt noble, and moſt Magnifi- 
cent Moore, that I am farre worſe then I ſeeme, and much 
better then I would be. For be hold ( ſhee bired her breaſts

curſt himſelfe tor her; And yet ſuch was the conſtancy of 
his never dying love, t hat encouraging himſelfe, the better 
to cheere her up, he with a joy full countenance faid ; Be it 
Madame ſo, or worſe then ſo, or w hat ſoyou will; it ſhall 
not matter, L reſt ho ly yours, if for yours, you wilt accept 
of mee, that am none but yours. For know moſt conſtant, 
and my endcered Lady, that Pari (if Paris bee not forgor- 
ten)pleadeth now in perſon for himſelfe, and here offereth 
his lite, and ſervice for your love. In confirmation where- 
of, ſee here the happy ſeale of your love, and the fole com- 
fort of my abſence, the loyall, and unvaluable Ring, your 
Highneſſe gave mee, when ſirſt being purſued by your Fa- 
thers Knights, I departed from you, like a hu Infane 
— from his Nources breaſt, or a thirſty chaſed 
om a ſweet Fountaine. Then, then in the pride of your 
perfections, you paradiz d mee in the heaven of your love; 
and now in the decay of your glory will I wed my ever- 
living conſtency, to your never dying loyaley. 

Looke, nay looke not on me ſoftrangely ; my black hue 
is bat an Artificiall vizour,' and my borrowed countenance 
but the aſſurance of my ſafety. Nienns not able on the ſud- 
daine to entertaine ſo great à ioy, ſhrunk downe, 4 
of her vitall ſpirits but c hafed, reuived, and enabled by 7. 
bella, ſhee with teares of toy diſtilling downe her cheelces, 
fadly ſaid. Ah Paris, Paris, thy love made me a contented 
priſoner, but thy long abſence hath made my — a tor- 
menting hell. But now, O happy now ＋ +: ice happy 
returne makes my priſon ſeeme 2 iſe, and 
hell a moſt glorious heaven; with that falling on his breſt, 

and encloſing him within ber fainting armes, ſhe often re- 
doubled, her double doubled kiſſes. Paris being likewiſe 
ſurprized with ſulneſſe of ioy, loſt himſelfe in her armes, 
but being acquitred of that extafie,he payd her large inter- 
reſt for her kindneſſe, pleaded ſorrow tor her martirdoine, 
and meere neceſſity for his abſence. Ceaſe Paris, ſhee faids 
y Paris ſurceale —— FF Yds faultleſſe inin- 
2 2 nth 
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rie, ſince to over - ſortiſie innocencie, is to breed ſuſpition. 
There is none but {, that have (i offended) ofSended. Ag 
firſt in beitng cauſe of thy exile, then of thy dangerous 
travailes, and now in reiecting thy love; but impure the 
firſt two, to my Fathers ſevcrity, not to my love; and the 
laſt of my ignorance , not to my inconſtancy. For provfe 
whereot ſee heere, (here ſhewed thee the Capons legges) 
the triall ot my truth, which but in pollicy I vſed in all ex- 
trt mities, to withſtand importunate Suters, and all onely to 
love none butt hee, earſt the {ole hope of my life; but now 
the onely lite ot oy ſoule. 
Thus pleaded hee to pleaſe him, and thus it pleaſed him 
to praiſe het, and both ot them ſtill ioying, in that they en- 
ioy ed cach other. Then turning to fz«belle,he kiſt her ma- 
ny times, aud vowed that out ot bis beſt Fortunes, he would 
ber /t hanieſull to her For her love to him, but eſpecially for 
her comforts to . .

But when they were come before the Oaulybin, Pari, (for 
now is rap turned againe to returned Paris) holding her 
ſtill by the hand, humbly requeſted him, in the preſence 
his daughter, & Barons, to ratific his vowed guift, W bich 
the Daxiphin both miſlił ing and admiring ; demaunded of 
her,whether her liking, and conſent, Rood to that blacke 
irreligious ere, — ſo often retuſed fo many po- 
tent Lords, and moſt accompliſhed Princes. To which (hee 
in all reverence, praying pardon) ſaid, ¶ hat the blicke 
imeared Smith was moſt plcafing to the Queene of beauty: 
That chat conſtant colour untadable in it ſee, well 
. |, co 
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conſtancie in the perſon. That his barbarous nature, Was 
both reclaimed, and reſined by his more civill education; 
and that his religion would eaſſiy be conformable to their 
profellion. But how ſoever, it ſuſticeth, that I love him 
and love yeelds no reaſon of choyſe, nor hath any reſpect 
of perſons. His blinde deity, blindes our tancies; and fancy 
lives not in deſert but in defire. We love altogethet by li- 
king not for honours ; and our wills cannot command our 
affections, that are not in our powers: 

Then vouchtafe my Soveraigne Lord and moſt grations 
Father, of my deſtinied deſite. and admit of hiswel-mericed 
de mand, & let me with your free conſent enioy him for 
Husband, that hath ſo well purchaſed me for his Wife; fo 
ſhall you honour yoar ſelſe, ia doing him right; reward his 
ſervices,enworthy your poſterity, and rep»yre my decayed 

lory. The 194u/pbrn ſeeing that it was but ia yaine,to re- 

iſt celeſtiall influence, preordinate by providence divme, 
and t hat he could neither in honor, nor conſcience infringe 
his obliging oath , nor reject his pleading and glorious 
worth; ſhewed a vertue in neceſſity, and freely gave, and 
delivered her unto him. | 

Now N, being thus poſſelt of hip deſire, cat of his 
artificial. me, and lowly on his knees, ſuewed ad 
ſented himſelfe, the humble and chankfall ſeruant of tis 
Lord. TheDawiphin finding hiemſelſe thus deceivedby him, 
that happily deetived the S, and his Keepers for him; 
could not but commend his loyall love, and love him for his 
lav ing ſervice. His ſuperlative valour, and unvaluable ver- 
tue, — that his great fortunes were but Miniſters to 
his will. And therefore he cheerefully ſaid. In France was 
I honoured by Paris, In Babylon unthralled by Sir, And 
at home both I, my Countrey,and people, were protected 
by the Knig ht of the Daulybin, To Paris theretore 1 te- 
turne my love, Lo Str l gwe my daughter, And to the 
Knight of the Das/phin | yeeld my Principality. Then my 
beloved and renowned ſonne, giue me thy hand, and let me 
embrace thee with thy valour. And here I ſweace by = 
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all ever · lying · God, that if I were ſole Monarch of the 
whole Vai verſe, thou onely-ſhouldſt rule for me, and after 
me: More I cannot give thee for thy Aſie loſt honors, leſſe 
thou ſhalt not have then my wholc Exrepiendignitics. To 
conſirme which, he preſcatly cauſed him to be proclaimed 
his ſonne in law, and the next law full and immediare heite 
to all his Royall Territories. Great was now the wonder 
of all men, great the preparation to ſolemnize their Nupti · 
als, and more then great, the joy, and tryumphet made, and 
ordained for chem. But amongſt them all, there was none 
Cin excepted) that reioyced more then old Sir faquer, 
whoſe ſilver was all emboſſed with pearles of (wel- 
4 ioy of his ſo famous found ſonne. As for 
his endeared friend is glad heart ſhewed the tri- 
umphes of ioy, and all 3 were raviſhed with de- 
lights and contentments. To him (after many embraces
